commit'ce. 


said the ordinance was "the final tool 
in lepbl maneuvering" to combat van- 
dalism at the local level. 


Miller said, however, the ordinance 


''is not a final solution to the problem, 
but a deterrent." 


HE SAID THE "positive tools" of 


youth counseling, work by the police 
Hivenile bureau and work with other 
youth agencies will create a climate 
in which the increasing number of in- 
cidents, can be reduced. 


The ordinance allows the circuit 


court to assess restitution for darn- 
ages from the parent or legal guard- 
ian of the vandal. The ordinance calls 
for fines of up to $300 to be levied by 
the court in addition to the required 
restitution. 


Victims of vandals still will be able 


to seek "additional civil remedies'' 
through private law suits, according 
to the new ordinance. 


The ordinance was proposed by the 


Zero Vandalism Committee as part of 
its package of measures to cut the 
number of incidents in the village. 
The committee recommended, and 
the board earlier approved, a rein- 
statement of a cmiew law for juveniles 
in the village. 


The original ordinance submitted by 


the committee called for mandatory 
restitution of damages and a provision 
that could force families to seek pro- 
fessional counseling to deal with prob- 
lem children. 


HOWEVER, THESE provisions were 


stricken in the final revision as pre- 
pared by Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel. 


Siegcl said the provisions would 


have improperly interfered with the 
rnurt's authority to establish penal- 
ties. 


In other action, the board deferred 


hearing a report from Village Mgr. L. 
A. Hanson on alternative methods of 
financing the proposed parking ga- 
rage for the central business district. 


Village Pres. James T. Ryan said a 


special meeting of the board will be 
called on Aug. 23 to hear the recom- 
mendations. 


Trustees August C. Bettman, chair- 


man of the special committee study- 
ing the central business district, and 
David Griffin were absent from the 
meeting Monday. 


Ryan said the question should be 


addressed in the presence of the full 
board.

Flood basin alternatives studied 


Two alternative proposals for an in- 


terim flood-control basin at the site of 
Lake Arlington will be considered 
tonight by the Citizens Action Com- 
mittee Against Flooding.

McDonald Creek near Windsor Drive 
that is expected to result from dredg- 
ing of the creek channel, according to 
a report prepared by R. J. Peterson 
and Associates, village flooding engi- 
neers. 


The proposed basin would not im- 


prove conditions downstream from 
Windsor Drive, but would prevent a 
worsening of the flooding situation, 
the report said. 


One proposal calls for a $511,400 ba- 


sin with a fully sodded bottom, an un- 
derdrain system and a small pumping 
station. 


The cost could be reduced to an es- 


timated $268,000 if the underdrain sys- 


tem and sodding were eliminated. 


Trustee Frank Palmatier, chairman 


of the flooding committee, said the 
sodding and drain system may not be 
necessary because of the temporary 
nature of the proposed basin. 


The committee also will review 


recently issued federal flood insur- 
ance maps. Palmatier said at first in- 
spection, the maps do not differ great- 
ly from existing maps of the local 
flood plains. 


Uniform night hours for stores backed 


Arlington Heights downtown mer-

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Schools fear property tax cut plan 


School officials in the Northwest 


suburbs Monday expressed fears that 
Cook County Assessor Thomas Tully's 
plan to give homeowners a tax break 
will hurt school districts, and several 
administrators called Tully's proposal 
a pre-election political move by the 
Democrats. 


Tully said homeowners in the North- 


west suburbs face 30 to 40 per cent 
increases in their property assess- 
ments because of higher home values. 


To avoid huge increases in resi- 


dents' tax bills, Tully proposed low- 
ering the rate for assessments from 
the current level of 22 per cent of 
market value to 16 per cent. 


For local school districts counting 


on additional tax revenue from an in- 
crease of assessed valuation, Tully's 
proposal could worsen their already 
severe financial plight. 


Reassessments are scheduled in 


Barrington, Palatine and Wheeling 


townships this year. Heal estate in 
Schaumburg, Elk Grove, Hanover and 
Maine townships will be reassessed in 
1977. 


IF TULLY'S proposal is approved 


by the Cook County Board it. would be 
a blow to anticipated revenue in 101k 
Grove Townshp Dist. 50, .said Arlhur 
Perry, director for financial planning 
and analysis. 


"If the assessed valuation is to be 


reduced, it would affect 
us very 


much. You pay everything in dollars, 
not in tax rates," Perry said. He said 
if not enough money is realized 
through the assessments, Dist. 59 
would need to ask for a larger tax 
rate or make cuts in its budget. 


Arlington Heights Dist. 25 Supt. 


Donald Strong said, "The value of 
property is the life blood of agencies 
that depend on tax monies. Anything 
that changes the value of property is 
bound to have an impact on every 


taxing body in the county." 


•STRONG SAID THE 52 cents per 


$100 assessed valuation tax increase 
approved by Dist. 25 voters this 
spring could lose its effect through 
Tully's proposal, because the district 
might not bring in as many extra dol- 
lars as originally anticipated. 


"If they drop the assessed valuation 


for homes they will have to bring up 
the valuation for business, industry 
and larger apartment units to make 
up the loss," said Kenneth Gill, super- 
intendent in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Disl. 21. 


Despite the school officials' fears, 


Dennis Dunne, a Tuliy aide, said, "No 
school district in the area that will be 
reassessed will suffer a loss in reve- 
nue." Dunne said they just won't re- 
ceive "the windfall they expected to 
get all in one year." 


"IF PROPERTY IS increasing in 


value, an inflationary cycle is in ef- 


fect. Governmental units caa't keep 
on producing services if you drop the 
tax money coming into those units," 
Gill said. 


J. C. Busenhart, assistant superin- 


tendent for business in Mount Pros- 
pect Dist. 57 said the proposal could be 
a political move. "It's an election 
year," Busenhart said. The politicians 
can say "see what the Democrats 
did," he said. 


"I'm sure he (Tully) is trying to get 


on the good side of the taxpayer," said 
Vic Berner, controller in Schaumburg 
Township Dist. 54. "And you don't do 
that by raising taxes." 


School officials said the impact of 


changes in the assessed valuation 
would depend on changes in the tax 
multiplier, a formula used to equalize 
the assessment rate of each county in 
the state. 


Dist. 59's Perry said the multiplier 


should be increased to offset the lower 
assessed valuation proposed by Tully. 


RTA calls for 10% fare increase

The board of the financially strap- 


ped RTA Monday called for a 10 per 
cent areawide fare increase to be- 
come effective Sept. 5. 


The fare hike would affect suburban 


bus lines, several commuter railroads 
and the Chicago Transit Authority. 
The increase is tied into a regional 
fare-equalization program scheduled 
to take effect Oct. 17. 


Public hearings on both matters 


have been set for Aug. 23. The RTA 
board will make a final decision a 
week after the hearings. 


THE PROPOSED fare hike is esti- 


mated to produce between $13.6 and 
$17.5 million during the remaining 10 
months of the current fiscal year. If 


Emergency grants 
sought for bus lines 


Regional Transportation Authority 


board member D. Daniel Baldino of 
Evanston said Monday he will call for 
the RTA to make emergency grants 
to suburban bus lines, although the Il- 
linois Supreme Court has not yet 
ruled on the district's 1976-77 budget. 


RTA funds are in limbo because the 


budget was not approved by June 30, 
the legal deadline. The Illinois Su- 
preme Court must rule on the validity 
of the budget before any funds can be 
spent. 


Baldino said he would be willing to 


risk personal liability for the grants, 
because suburban carriers are run- 
ning out of operating funds without 
RTA money. The North Suburban 
Mass Transit District is already bor- 
rowing money from local commu- 
nities to keep its North and Northwest 
suburban buses in operation. 


the hike is approved, fares on the 
CTA and most North Suburban Mass 
Transit District buses will increase 
from 45 to 50 cents. 


Fares on the local NORTRAN 


routes in Des Plaines, however, will 
drop to 35 cents as a result of the 
proposed fare-equalization program. 


The fare-equalization program is 


designed to allow most riders to trav- 
el throughout the region for a flat 60- 
cent fare. It would establish a base 
rate of 50 cents for most carriers, 
with a 10-cent transfer base that 
would enable riders to switch to an- 
other transit system. 


Bus routes within a single commu- 


nity would have a 35-cent base fare 
and a 25-cent transfer. 


The fare-equalization policy, as cur- 


rently proposed, would not affect com- 
muter railroads since two commuter 
lines, including the Chicago and North 
Western Ry., have not yet signed ser- 
vice contracts with the RTA. 


SEVERAL RTA directors urged 


speedy action in creating the fare 
equalization on the commuter rail 
lines. 


Under the proposed fare hike, rail 


fares on the north line of the Mil- 


waukee Road would increase 5 cents 
for people using the Deerfield stop 
and 25 cents for people using the 
Northbrook stop in traveling to Chi- 
cago. 


On the west line of the Milwaukee 


Road, one-way fares lo Chicago would 
increase at the Itasca stop from 
$1.30 to $1.55, at the Medinah stop 
from $1.45 to $1.55, and at the Hano- 
ver Park stop from $1.65 to $1.85. 
Fares at the Roselle stop would not 
increase for one-way trips but month- 
ly tickets would increase from $39.95 
to $42.25.

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Mystery illness 
takes lives of 16 


HARRISBURG, Pa. <UPI> - A 


mysterious illness that struck its vic- 
tims within a week of the first symp- 
toms has killed 
IB Pennsylvanians 


who attended a state American Le- 
gion Convention in Philadelphia last 
month. 


At least 33 other persons who at- 


tended the convention were hospital- 
ised. A Legion official said more than 
2 000 delegates and a larger number 
of visitors came to the July 21-24 con- 
vention from around the state. 


State Health Sec. Leonard Bachman 


Monday ordered an immediate in- 
vestigation to pinpoint the cause of 
the disease — apparently a virus. 


"We can see no cause for any panic 


of any sort at this time," Bachman 
said. 


"We don't know what we're dealing 


with." he said. "I don't think we can 
take any precautions at this stage un- 
til we can find out what we are deal- 
ing with." 


The National Center For Disease 


Control in Atlanta sent three epi- 
demiologists to Pennsylvania at the 
request of Pennsylvania Health au- 
thorities. 


Epidemiologists are doctors special- 


ly trained in tracking down the causes 
of contagious diseases and how they 
are spread. 


The CDC said one will go to Phila- 


delphia, where the illness apparently 
was contracted, and the two others 
will go to Harrisburg to join in- 
vestigators of the Pennsylvania Dept. 
of Public Health. 


Bachman said the disease "certain-

U.S food export policy criticized

Court eases air pollution curbs 


The Environmental Protection Agency's proposal to ease air 


pollution restrictions in specified areas, in the interest of commu- 
nity growth, won unanimous approval Monday from a three-judge 
federal court in Washington. The panel of the U.S. Court of Ap- 
peals rejected a challenge of the new EPA regulations by utilities, 
the Sierra Club and the American Petroleum Institute, The opinion 
said the formula balances the need for clean air with needs for 
continued community development. The regulations, formally ap- 
proved by EPA last year, allow states to divide communities into 
three categories when deciding whether to permit increased air 
pollution in areas having cleaner air. 


Harrises' judge rejects mistrial plea 


The judge in the trial of William and Emily Harris Monday in 


Los Angeles sternly rejected defense motions that he disqualify 
himself, declare a mistrial and dismiss the jurors already consid- 
ering a verdict in the case. Superior Court Judge Mark Brandler 
ruled the testimony of two prospective women jurors that they 
overheard a man seated on the panel make remarks indicating he 
was prejudiced had lacked credibility.

But Reagan campaign manager John Sears, who 
said two weeks ago Reagan had more than the 1,130 delegates 
needed to win the presidential nomination, promised to announce 
further additions to Reagan's strength between now and the open- 
Ing of the national convention in Kansas City Aug. 16. The latest 
UP! delegate count showed Ford with 1,122 delegates, Reagan 
with 1,031 and 106 uncommitted. 


Senate defeats $1 billion defense cut 


The Senate Monday defeated liberal moves to cut $1 billion from 


a $104 billion defense bill and delay spending another $274 million 
for 60 extra strategic missiles. The Senate voted down, 63 to 27, 
what opponents called a "meat axe" $1 billion cut in defense 
spending proposed by Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton.

Refugee camp to be evacuated today 


An Arab mediator said Monday Christians agreed in writing to 


the evacuation of wounded from the Tal Zaatar refugee camp 
today. But the truce was threatened by the kidnap-slaylng of 
a Christian politician. Arab League Envoy Hassan Sabry el Kholy 
said the agreement to permit Red Cross rescue of an estimated 
4.000 wounded from Tal Zaatar, would be "the first step" in imple- 
menting an over-all truce called for in a pact signed by Syria and 
the Palestine Liberation Organization last week. The kidnap-mur- 
der of Khalil Salem, Christian director of Lebanon's defunct fi- 
nance ministry, raised fears violent Christian reprisals could 
wreck peace prospects. Leftist militiamen reported finding Sa- 
lem's bullet-riddled corpse wrapped in a blanket in the trunk of his 
car Monday, three days after he was abducted in a Moslem-con- 
trolled sector of Beirut. Salem was Greek Orthodox. 


Fear fate of 2 Britons seized as spies 


Uganda Monday denied all knowledge of two Britons reportedly 


arrested as spies, and diplomatic sources expressed (ear the two 
may already be dead. Ugandan Pres. Idi Amin has not responded 
to an official inquiry from French Ambassador Pierre Renard for 
information about the missing Britons, diplomatic sources said. 
Renard is handling British affairs in Kampala after Britain's deci- 
sion to break relations with Uganda. According to diplomatic 
sources, Briton Graham Clegg, 38, was arrested July 27 in eastern 
Uganda and a friend, Jack Tulley, 65, was picked up when he 
enquired about Clegg. Both were later transferred to Kampala on 
spying charges.

Death toll 
now at 76; 
500 stranded

LOVELAND, Colo. (UPI) — Rescue 


teams struggled Monday into the Big 
Thompson Canyon to bring out survi- 
vors and more bodies from Colorado's 
"flood of the century." Four helicop- 
ters also reached the disaster in a 
letup of the stormy weather. 


Gov. Richard Lamm set the death 


toll at 76, but disaster officials said it 
would probably go higher. 


"I can't give any figures on loss of 


life or damage," Lamm said in Den- 
ver. "The last I got was 76 bodies con- 
firmed." 


A 10-foot wall of water surged 


through the canyon crowded with 
scores of weekend campers and fish- 
ermen after a freak thunderstorm 
Saturday night. But late Monday, 500 
persons still were marooned along a 
35-mile stretch of the river. 


None was in danger in the six-story 


deep canyon at an elevation of 10,000 
feet in the northern Colorado Rockies. 


Lamm told a news conference that 


Weather Bureau officials predicted 
the next 24 hours would be best for 
rescue operations. Lamm said anoth- 
er front was forecast to reach the 
area by late today. 


Helicopters were grounded most of 


Monday because of fog, rain and thick 
clouds which hovered over the canyon 
45 miles northwest of Denver. But late 
in the day, the clouds lifted enough 
for several helicopters to make a 
brief tour of the area, picking up one 
70-year-old woman diabetic, Helen Av- 
ery of Little Rock, Ark. 


Rescue teams with horses entered 


the canyon from Estes Park, in the 
west or from the upriver side of the 
gorge. Others aboard four-wheel-drive 
vehicles tried to squeeze in from the 
north, bypassing the waist-deep mud 
and piles of debris that clogged the 
southern entrance near this city of 
20,000. 


Lamm said unconfirmed 
reports 


from residents of Boulder, a Denver 
suburb, indicated cloud seeding oper- 
ations might have been conducted in 
the Big Thompson Canyon area before 
the storm. He said the witnesses, who 
were not identified, claimed to have 
pictures of the "sunburst" effects as- 
sociated with cloudseeding. 


Federal officials denied seeding op- 


erations took place and Larimer 
County Sheriff Bob Watson said he 
was unaware of the reports. 


"I don't know anything about it but 


if I find the guy who did it, I'd like to 
talk to him," Watson said. 


"If it was God, I'd like to talk to 


him, too. We aren't getting along too 
well now because of the rain." 


The U.S. Geological Survey said the 


thunderstorm that triggered the flash 
flood was the freak type of storm oc- 
curring perhaps only once every cen- 
tury. Ironically, it hit on Colorado's 
100th anniversary of statehood. 


Watson said officials decided to re- 


lease some water stored behind the 
Mt. Olympus dam which was over- 
flowing near Estes Park. He said 
there was no danger of the dam rup- 
turing but the release would raise the 
level of the Big Thompson, making 
rescue operations more difficult. 


Officials also anxiously watched the 


rising Cache la Poudre River, which 
runs parallel to the Big Thompson 
about 20 miles to the north. Two re- 
servoirs fed by the Poudre which sup- 
ply drinking water to Fort Collins, a 
city of 30,000, were also full and over- 
flowing. 


Survivors told of hearing the flood 


roar "like a jet airplane" and watch- 
ing victims swept to their death. 


Two-thirds of the bodies recovered 


were women. Only a few were chil- 
dren, leading authorities to believe 
more youngsters were missing and 
dead.

County a disaster area at the request 
of the governor. 


'Miracle baby' survives

Heavy rains called a freak 


LOVELAND, Colo. (UPI) - A National Weather Ser- 


vice meteorologist Monday said the torrential rains re- 
sponsible for the Big Thompson River flood were a 
freak of nature. 


More than 60 persons drowned in the weekend dis- 


aster. According to the weather service, more than 10 
inches of rain fell in areas of the 35-mile long canyon in 
just a few hours. 


"We don't get very many of those kinds of storms 


here in Colorado or even across the nation every year," 
meteorologist Maury Pautz said. 


"It is unusual to get that heavy a rainfall in that 


short a time. In this case, currents in the upper air 
were weak and weren't moving." 


Pautz said the thunderstorms which produced the 


rains began Saturday night after a mass of moist Gulf 
of Mexico air moved across the Continental Divide and 
stalled. 


The outer edges of the storm system also produced 


rains in portions of Wyoming and western Kansas. 
Streams in northcentral and southern Wyoming ran 
high and some flooding of cropland and campgrounds 
was reported but no one was injured. 


Corky Rogers, the executive director of the chamber 


of commerce at Estes Park at the headwaters of the 
Big Thompson River, said the area was hit with rains 
nearly every day last week and said Saturday's down- 
pour "was like the straw which broke the camel's 
back." 


"As far as the Big Thompson Canyon area, it (the 


front) just seemed to concentrate over that area for 
some reason," said Pautz, a 15-year veteran of the 
weather service. "We had thunderstorms up and down 
the (Rocky Mountain) range." 


He said the local heavy rains were similar to the 


front blamed for the Rapid City, S.D., floods in June 
1972. That flood killed 240 persons.

On the road... to aid the need 
Dentist laments tooth-care decay

It had been only six months since 


Dr. George Burbach's last visit to 
Sheltering Oaks, an intermediate-care 
facility for 48 people in Island Lake, 
located in McHenry County. Still, the 
patient Dr. Burbach examined al- 
ready had developed two new cav- 
ities. 


"We ought to get you closer to a 


toothbrush," the traveling dentist told 
the patient who was sitting in the 27- 
foot van, a mobile office equipped 
witH an X-ray machine, portable 
drills, sink, refrigerator, shower, air- 
conditioning and independent 
elec- 


trical generator. 


The stop at Sheltering Oaks one re- 


cent afternoon was only one of many 
36-year-old Burbach makes in the four 
days of every week he spends on the 
road, traveling obscure highways and 
back roads to reach persons in nurs- 
ing homes, private institutions and mi- 
grant workers' camps — persons who 
otherwise probably never would have 
a needed dental visit. 


"IT'S REALLY criminal what hap- 


pens to peoples' mouths," Burbach 


said, driving his mobile office to Cary 
from Island Lake. "And it's doubly 
horrible that the state fosters this 
kind of thing." 


Neither toothpaste nor toothbrush is 


listed among the supplies the state 
buys for persons 
in private 
in- 


stitutions receiving public aid. Those 
supplies so necessary for good health 
are listed as "cosmetics." 


"Can you imagine that?" the pre- 


maturely gray-haired Burbach asked 
incredulously. "I've seen mouths so 
obviously diseased and so sore it's dif- 
ficult to know how these people go on 
living." 


Burbach is even more amazed at in- 


stitutional personnel who wash and 
shave their patients but fail to detect 
the horrors rampant in their patients' 
mouths. 


"But they're not entirely to blame," 


Burbach admits. "There's a whole 
philosophy in our society of quietly 
accepting your mouth decaying. What 
other part of your body would you let 
rot?" 


The mobile dental van, which cost 


$27,000 plus $23,000 to equip, and Bur- 


bach's 38,000 miles a year visiting 
"lots of places I never even heard of" 
are just two miniscule efforts in an 
ocean of seeming indifference, he says. 


"Sometimes the enormity of the 


problem overwhelms me," he said. 
"The people I see (an estimated 8,0')0 
a year) are just a small part of the 
people who need attention." 


THE OUTLOOK is not totally bleak, 


however. Recently Burbach was in 
Washington as an invited consultant to 
the U.S. Dept. of Health, Education 
and Welfare in its efforts to revise 
medical checklists for all persons in 
institutions receiving federal 
funds. 


Burbach hopes the revised checklist 
will enable even the least experienced 
medical personnel to detect gross oral 
disease. 


"I've seen people still wearing the 


dentures they were first fitted with 30 
and 40 years ago," 
Burbach said, 


shaking his head. "The dentures have 
worn down the jaw bone and the 
people suffer from great canker sores 
draining pus and poison into their 
bodies. When their mouths feel so bad 
how can they help but feel miserable 
too?" 


Bill likely on chiefs' retirement aid 


U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-12th, has 


agreed to cosponsor a bill that would 
ensure Social Security retirement 
credit through 1976 for Illinois police 
and fire chiefs. 


Crane will sponsor the bill with U.S. 


Rep. Abner Mikva, D-lOth, who heads 
the House Subcommittee on Social Se- 
curity. 


Earl Lewis, an aide to Crane, said 


Monday that hearings likely will be 
scheduled on the bill, although no 
dates have been set. 


The bill stems from a Social Security 


Administration ruling in April that Il- 
linois police and fire chiefs and public 
employes participating in the Illinois 


Municipal Retirement Fund program 
are ineligible for Social Security re- 
tirement pensions. 


The agency's ruling is retroactive to 


1969, which would mean a loss of sev- 
en years of pension credits for about 
400 chiefs throughout the state. The 
ruling also calls for payments made 
into Social Security since 1969 to be 
refunded to the chiefs. 


BENEFITS EARNED before 1969 


are not affected. 


The Mikva-Crane bill would elimi- 


nate the retroactive clause of the rul- 
ing so that chiefs would be given cred- 
it for benefits earned through this 


year before being excluded from So- 
cial Security benefits.

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In addition to the elderly, Burbach 


treats physically and emotionally 
handicapped children. Some are so 
severely handicapped they can't fit 
comfortably in Burbach's collapsible 
black dental chair. In such cases, the 
dentist uses a bean bag, which easily 
fits a child's body, and Burbach 
works from the floor. 


Burbach's efforts to bring dental 


care to those who can't reach it are 
expensive. Because many of his 
patients receive public aid, he is paid 
by the state. The paper work is 
enormous, and payment slow. He's 
gone bankrupt once. 


"But money I can always make," 


the dentist said. "This kind of person- 
al satisfaction you can't buy." 


His visits, often the only contact 


w i t h the o u t s i d e world in- 
stitutionalized 
persons 
have, 
are 


greeted with great excitement rather 
than dread. 


Treating patients who are able and 


can afford to come to an office is 
"more like a business transaction 
than anything else," said Burbach, 
who also maintains a more typical 
dental office in Woodstock, where he 
works two days a week. "For me, it's 
more worthwhile to treat someone 
who probably would never see a den- 
tist regularly if it weren't for me." 


According 
to 
American 
Dental 


Assn. statistics quoted by Burbach, 70 
per cent of the dental care in the 
United States is administered to only 
10 per cent of the population. "Ob- 
viously something is not right here," 
Burbach said. He has been in private 
practice 11 years. 


His idea of mobile dental care cer- 


tainly is not new. He says similar 
units cared for American troops dur- 
ing World War II. The Illinois Dept. of 
Public Health has a fleet of three 
units similar to Burbach's, but only 
one is in operation, he said. 


Burbach admits he is depressed by 


the constant stream of inflamed 
mouths, rotten teeth and diseased 
gums, and the lack of preventative 
care exercised in many public and 
private institutions. 


"Just like a professional athlete, I 


have to psyche myself up for these 
trips. I do mental calisthenics just 
like they do before a big game,'' Bur- 
bach said. "You have to do that sort 
of thing in order to stay in the game."

9s capitol days 


in sound and light show 


The Old State Capitol In Springfield is the scene this 


summer of modern electronic production recreating the 
life of Abraham Lincoln during his 24 years as a public 
figure in Illinois. 


The production. "Sound and Light at the Old State 


Capitol" premiered July 4 as the official Bicentennial 
gift of the citizens of Illinois to the citizens of the 
nation. 


The •to-minute production is shown each evening at 9 


p.m. in a 400-sout viewing area in the south plaza of the 
Old Capitol, weather permitting. "Sound and Light" 
uill be shown each summer for years to come. This 
yenr'-* season closes Sept. 11. There is no admission 
charge. 


TIIK STORY recounts the days spent by Lincoln at 


the capitol where he served as a state representative, 
practiced law. was nominated for U.S. Senator and de- 
livered the speech that led to the famous debates with 
Stephen A Douglas. 


The story is narrated by the late Lee J. Cobb, his last 


professional performance before his death last Febru- 
ary Paul Lambert is the voice of Abraham Lincoln and 
Whit Bissell reads the words of Douglas. 


The audience sits in darkness and silence during the 


performance. No films or photographs are used. The 
story is told only through recorded voices, music and 
sound effects and the dramatic use of shadow and 
light constantly changing color, focus and intensity. 


The sound and light medium works on the principle 


used in the golden days of radio to spur the human 
imagination. 


THE USE OF artificial sound and lighting suggests to 


the spectator a new world of which he himself seems a 
part. Hearing a voice gives the impression that some- 
one is present and the lighting of a window gives the 
impression that someone is entering a room. 


Voices, sound effects and music are recorded on 


8-track tape with six audio channels and 11 speakers 
strategically located so the sound source seems to 
move. The lighting system consists of more than 160 
lighting fixtures, 35 dimmers and 100 switches. A com- 
puter is used to activate the system. 


The sound and light spectacle was first developed in 


France during the 1950s and spread throughout Europe. 
Sound and light programs may be viewed in this coun- 
try at Independence Hall in Philadelphia, George Wash- 
ington's home in Mount Vernon and at Ford's Theater 
in Washington, D.C. 


The Springfield production was financed through 


$600,000 appropriated by the Illinois General Assembly 
and $50,000 in private contributions raised by the Abra- 
ham Lincoln Assn. 


Following each performance one of the five existing 


copies of the Gettysburg Address in Lincoln's own hand- 
writing is available for public viewing in the lobby of 
the capitol. The Old State Capitol building itself is open 
to the public daily from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.

Planning needed for 911 number 


The City of Chicago's Septem- 


ber implementation of a 911 
emergency telephone service ca- 
pable of handling between 13,000 
and 14,000 calls daily to police 
and 
fire departments 
should 


serve as ample proof that the 
heavily discussed, government 
supported system can be made 
workable on a large scale. 


It further should provide the 


impetus for more concise and 
concentrated planning to deter- 
mine how< the 911 emergency 
number service can be imple- 
mented throughout the North- 
west suburbs. 


The 911 concept has received 


enthusiastic backing from the 
White House to the Illinois legis- 
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lature, which last year passed 
into law a bill that will make the 
911 system mandatory through- 
out this state within the next 10 
years. 


Hoffman 
Estates, Schaum- 


burg, Palatine and Elk Grove 
Village all have undertaken 
studies to determine the feasibil- 
ity of 911 for their communities. 


Chicago, with its more than 


three million residents, 
has 


made the 911 concept possible by 
aligning its police and fire dis- 
tricts with telephone company 
boundaries. 


The system goes into oper- 


ation Sept. 16, but it will be re- 
vised and 
computer-operated 


next March. In that phase, a 911 
call placed in Chicago will be 
computer identifiable to the ex- 
act house from where the tele- 
phone call was made. 


The emergency system cannot 


be so e a s i l y implemented 


throughout the suburbs because 
p o l i c e and fire department 
boundaries often have no sim- 
ilarity with township and tele- 
phone company lines. 


It is now time for the commu- 


nities 
which comprise these 


Northwest suburban townships 
to unite in a joint effort that will 
someday make 911 a reality for 
the hundreds of thousands of lo- 
cal citizens. 


Each day that passes without 


this joint effort is one day lost. 
Each dollar spent on smaller 
scale studies is one dollar that 
might have been more produc- 
tively used in a joint effort. 


And each year that is lost 


brings us one year closer to the 
day that 911 will be mandatory 
in Illinois. Without correct plan- 
ning and cooperation, the imple- 
mentation of 911 will be difficult 
at best. We think that confusion 
can he avoided. 


House reprimand of Sikes needed precedent 


It has taken a number of 


years, but the U.S. House, usual- 
ly stubborn and lethargic in such 
matters, finally decided to bring 
disciplinary charges against a 
congressman. 


House members 
frequently 


have chosen to look the other 
way, but when they were con- 
fronted by Common Cause, the 
citizen's lobbying group, with 
the transgressions of U.S. Rep. 


Robert F. L. Sikes, D-Fla., the 
House decided to act. 


Sikes managed to involve him- 


self in a number of conflict of 
i n t e r e s t situations over the 
years. It appears that his gener- 
al disdain for separating the 
business of government from 
private 
ventures 
finally 
has 


caught up with him. 


The House voted last week to 


administer a reprimand, the 


weakest form of penalty that 
can be levied. But there are 
signs that reform-minded con- 
gressmen will work to strip Sikes 
of the chairmanship of the pow- 
e r f u 1 House Appropriations 
Committee if he is reelected 
in the fall. 


The 434 members of the House 


demonstrated they were willing 
to reprimand colleagues. Even 
though the penalty was prac- 


tically non-existent, the action 
set a significant precedent. 


If government leaders ever 


hope to regain the respect of the 
people, more attention must be 
paid to cleaning up the ethical 
abuses that appear all too 
frequently. 


The action against Sikes was a 


good start but whether this will 
set a trend for others to follow 
remains to be seen.

It's interesting that apparently on some flights, at least, 
Harper board members may be in first class, attending to "public 
service," while their constituents, traveling on corporate business, 
may be traveling coach. 


The amounts involved may be small in comparison to the $14 


' million budget of the college. But they are still taxpayer funds. I 
do not consider the above examples appropriate and prudent use 
of taxpayer money. 


What's happened is in the past. But in future, I hope the board is 


scrupulously careful with expenditures. If board policy is fuzzy 
on first-class air travel for board members, then let's discuss it 
and make it firm. And I hope the board is mindful enougTi of 
taxpayer funds to take a future firm stand against the use of 
Harper personnel and vehicles for private errands. 


The rest of us have to solve our own problems. I think Dr. Lahtl 


— at $44,000 a year — can figure out some alternative ways to 
solve his.

Interest is earner! on passbook ac- 


count funds at the institution until 
the money is transferred for payment 
on a NOW account draft. The NOW 
account compares to the cooperative 
bank checking accounts offered to 
some S£L customers. 


Nathanson said legislation pending 


in Congress could enable federally 
chartered S&Ls to offer NOW ac- 
counts. Eventually commercial banks 
may offer similar accounts, and the 
i n t e r e s t-bearing checking account 
may become commonplace, he said. 


"THERE HAVE been bills in Wash- 


ington to allow NOW accounts on a 
federal level," said James Kemp Jr., 
general counsel for the Illinois sav- 
ings and loan commissioner's office. 
"We thought it was a good idea to 
institute them on a state level." State- 
chartered S&Ls cannot offer interest 
on NOW accounts, but they automati- 
cally will gain the authority if feder-

Economic recovery 
to continue: report 


The Congressional Budget Office Monday agreed with the White 


House In predicting the nation's moderate economic recovery 
would continue through 1977. 


"The recovery appears to be solid if not especially rapid," said 


budget office director Alice Rivlin. Among the report's specific 
projections: 


• An unemployment rate of 6.9 to 7.3 per cent by the end of the 


year, and from 5.n to 6.4 per cent by the end of 1977; 


• A rise in the inflation rate of 5 to 7 per cent for the next year 


and a half, roughly the same as the 5.5 per cent rate during the 
first, year of recovery: 


• The gross National Product, adjusted for the effects of in- 


flation, will rise 5 to 6.5 per cent during the remainder of the year 
and 4.3 to (1.5 per cent during 1977. 


Coal strike losing support 


A wildcat coal mine strike which idled as many as 80,000 miners 


last week showed signs of losing support Monday as miners in 
Ohio. Kentucky and Virginia began returning to work. But from 
southern West Virginia, where the walkout began in mid-July, 
picketing by dissidents spread across the state, shutting down coal 
production. Miners in the north had voted to go back to work, but 
pickets closed their mines, prompting a call for strong action by 
United Mine Workers District 31 Pres. June Floyd of Fairmont.

Vitamins prescribed 
when on special diet 


My husband and I arp each SO years old. He is on a low choles- 


terol diet which 1 also use. Now we are both anemic. My question 
h how can we both get 18 milligrams of Iron dally when the 
greatest sources of Iron are In organ foods. 


There are five milligrams of iron in one cup of cooked mature 


hean seeds and four milligrams in a cup of cooked spinach. Nei- 
ther contains cholesterol. Cook in iron pots and skillets, You'll get 
some Iron from them. 


Finally, I don't see why people with special considerations for 


their diet, as your husband has, need worry so much about getting 
all the vitamins and minerals they need from food intake. There is 
nothing wrong with taking one of the standard daily vitamin ta- 
blets with iron that you can get at the grocery store. Check the 
label and you'll find that those with iron usually contain 18 milli- 
grams of Iron. That could certainly make life easier for you. 


Incidentally, I think anyone with an anemia should find out what 


Is causing It. Is it really because of an iron deficiency? Is it 
another form of anemia that requires a different treatment, or is 
it related to an important blood loss? Your doctor can find out for 
you. 


To give you more information on anemias, I am sending you The 


Health Letter number 4-3, Understanding the Anemias. Others who 
want this information can send a long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope with 50 cents for it.

We had a talk In our health class about home of the stars of the 


snorts world using blood transfusions of their own blood to give 
tlirm the extra help needed to do the event they are in. Could you 
tell me how this works? 


For the most part it doesn't work. The idea is to withdraw some 


of the person's blood and store it. Meanwhile the body replaces the 
blood that has been withdrawn. Then just before the endurance 
event, such as long distance running, the original blood is trans- 
fused back into the person. 


This will temporarily Increase the volume of blood in the circu- 


lation. The whole concept Is based on the idea that the amount of 
work a trained person can do is limited by the amount of oxygen 
delivered to the working muscles. The amount of oxygen delivered 
is dependent upon how much blood is pumped to the muscles. The 
reason the concept is a failure is that the amount of blood pumped 
Is dependent upon the heart's capacity to pump blood. The in- 
creased number of red blood cells by the transfusion mechanism 
does not really improve oxygen delivery enough to make any im- 
portant difference. Carefully controlled laboratory experiments 
have shown this. 


I think there might be one important exception. The athlete who 


Is going to compete at high altitude and has not trained at high 
altitude before competition might get some benefit from the tem- 
porary Increase In red blood cells. A better Idea, though, Is to 
train at high altitude if you are going to compete there. 


In summary then, the practice of "blood doping" that you are 


asking about has proved to be fairly useless and I do not approve 
of It.

slice unpeeled zucchini very thin, soak in water for a short time, 
then drain in a colander. Make a mixture of one cup flour, one 
teaspoon sugar and three-fourths teaspoon salt. Dip each piece into 
this, shake well and fry until golden brown in buttered vegetable 
oil. Drain on a paper towel. These can be made ahead and warm- 
ed just before serving. 


The second recipe is a salad that you can have on hand con- 


stantly. Slice several unpeeled zucchini very thin and soak in sal- 
ted water for an hour. Drain and put into a jar and then add your 
favorite French dressing. Refrigerate, turning the jar upside down 
occasionally. It seems to keep indefinitely. And as the supply gets 
short, you can add to it. Anything easier?

Foster parent: two views 


Foster father must be a 'dad,' not a buddy

(Second of two parts) 


Foster parenting is not without its 


pitfalls. 


The role can require serious adjust- 


ments in a person's lifestyle. Great 
demands are placed on personal time. 
Foster parenting can be filled with 
disappointments when the best in- 
tentions turn sour, when a person 
gives his all to a youth needing help 
and receives little in return. 


And Mark (not his real name) 


knows those pitfalls well. 


A single man of 22, Mark has been 


a foster parent to 16-year-old Nick for 
about five months now. Through the 
transitional living foster parent pro- 
gram at Omni-House in Wheeling, 
Mark made arrangements to open up 
his Wheeling apartment to Nick in 
April and has been adjusting ever 
since. 


BUT FORTUNATELY, Mark has 


fared well with his adjustments. He 
has worked out the difficulties with no 
long term damage to his relationship 
with Nick. They take one obstacle at a 
time, trying to learn from each, and 
in ironing out problems, but have de- 
veloped a strong personal relation- 
ship. 


One of Mark's biggest problems was 


entering the relationship as a buddy 
rather than a foster parent. 


"That was my biggest mistake," he 


said, as he leaned back on the sofa in 
his comfortable apartment and re- 
membered his first months with Nick. 


"We didn't have a single problem 


for about four weeks — everything 
was as smooth as silk — then the 
walls fell in," he said. 


"I WAS JUST too much of a buddy 


instead of a person to look up to, and 
that was my fault. Nothing got done 
around the house and he was always 
bringing his friends over. 


"The friends were 15 and 16 years 


old; most of them still lived at home. 
I think Nick would see that they didn't 
have to work, and it was easy for him 
to slip — easy for him to say 'Well, if 
they don't have to, why do I?' " 


"At first, Nick approached this 


whole thing like it was a free ride. It 
took a lot for me to change the buddy 
image into a person to look up to," 
Mark said. 


The first night that Nick came to 


stay with Mark, they sat up all night 
and talked, just learning about one 
another. From there, they have prog- 
ressed to a relationship where one can 
honestly tell the other when some- 
thing is wrong. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM for Mark 


was that he lost a lot of his solitude at 
home with Nick living in the house. 


"For the most part, I still do the 


things that I did before Nick came. 
But there is a lot that I cannot do. For 
a while, I almost hated coming home. 
I found myself answering to him, 
having to explain why I got home late 
and where I had been. It was like he 
was my guardian," he said. 


"He always wanted to do something 


with me, and that can get a little tir- 
ing. I reached the point where we did 
things together too much, my friends 
started to wonder what had happened 
to me, and Nick and I were fighting 
all the time because we were togather 
so much," Mark said. 


At that point in the relationship, 


Mark made it clear to Nick that he 
wanted the youth to learn how to live 


independently and nol have to depend 
on another. 


"AND THAT helped him. Now, we 


do things together, like go to an occa- 
sional movie, but it's not all the time. 
Both of us have to have our separate 
lives; he can learn the most from 
that," Mark said. 


Mark has helped Nick to establish 


some goals in the youth's life, such as 
finding a stable job, opening a bank 
account and managing money. They 
both share apartment chores. Mark is 
somewhat strict about Nick's friends 
in the apartment, because he doesn't 
want Nick to backslide. 


"Nick will be reaching his goals be- 


fore his friends reach theirs. He's 
been avoiding a lot of his friends late- 
ly who he knows will bring him down 
from those goals. He has to learn re- 
sponsibility just like every other 16- 
year-old — but he has to do it two 
times faster than the others," Mark 
said. 


Mark also had problems managing 


his own money for the first few 
months. 


"I NEVER expected thai to hap- 


pen," Mark said about his money 
problems. "I was in a bad financial 
bind for the first few months. Rough- 
ly, the difference between what I 
would spend on my own and what I 
spent with Nick here was $800," he 
said. 


And he splurged on Nick, they dined 


out, drove more places which doubled 
the gas bill and saw several movies. 


Mark, who is in advertising promo- 


tions, said his bank account today is 
just about where it should be. He is 
reimbursed by the state about $200 
per month for the foster care. "It's 
hard to explain where that goes, but it 
does," he said. 


Has Mark ever resented having a 


foster child? 


"IT'S 
CROSSED my mind," 
he 


said. "Sometimes I have just wanted 
to be alone. I was tired of helping 
him. There's not a day that passes 
that I don't have to be a constant 
help. I like to do that, but sometimes 
a person wants to relax." 


"There are times when I will come 


home, want to lie down or maybe 
read, and Nick can't understand that. 
He comes in, wants to talk, and some- 
times I have to just get up and 
leave," he said. 


"But it is a give and take relation- 


ship. I enjoy helping him, and want to 
see him make it. We have a good 
relationship; it's one we've worked 
on. We've had our problems — who 
hasn't? — but, you learn from them. 
That makes it worthwhile." 


Son learns you work for what you want 


"If I didn't have Mark, I wouldn't 


be sitting here right now," Nick said, 
as he lit a cigaret and pushed his 
long, dark hair away from his eyes. 


"I probably would have taken off to 


another state, got into some big 
trouble and had a (criminal) record 
by now. But Mark has helped me to 
realize that's not the way it should be. 
Today, with his help, I am getting 
some things accomplished that I nev- 
er thought I could do," he said. 


Nick (not his real name) had just 


finished work and we were sitting in a 
booth together in the Wheeling rvstau- 
rant where he is employed. Nick, 16, 
has worked as a cook there for about 
three weeks now, which is about three 
weeks longer than he has stuck with 
any of the four jobs he has had since 
April. 


"IT TOOK A lot of pushing to get 


me in line, but I appreciate that 
now," Nick said. "Mark helped me 
get this job, like he's helped me do so 
many other things. I have a reputa- 
tion for being lazy; maybe that's why 
the other jobs didn't work," he said. 


But this time it will be different. 


"I've learned how to be honest with 


myself," he said. "Before, I was go- 
ing about things the whole wrong 
way. I used to be the biggest liar and 
thief that you ever saw. I took every- 
thing I wanted — bikes, albums — 
just because I couldn't get them any 
other way." 


"But today I haven't got a worry in 


the world," Nick said. 


"I have funds rolling in — I just 


opened a bank account. I am saving 
money so I can have a car of my own 
and an apartment with all my own 
furniture. I am going to be able to say 
that things are mine and I worked for 
them. And I would never have been 
able to do that if Mark hadn't helped 
me realize how to manage money." 


NICK, WHO GREW up in Arlington 


Heights, said that he is more at home 
with Mark than he has ever been with 
anyone else. When he was two years 
old, his parents were divorced. He 
lived alone with his father for 13 
years. His father then remarried, and 
for Nick, that's when most everything 
fell apart. 


"I just couldn't live there. I was al- 


ways in trouble — a cop was always 
at our house because I had stolen 
something. And my dad beat me — he 
just seemed to take things out on me. 
My stepmother, too. I fought in court 
to get away." 


Nick has been in a foster home in 


Des Plaines along with eight foster 
children, and the Maryville Academy 
since then. He disliked both place- 
ments. 


He said that living with Mark is one 


of the best things that has ever hap- 
pened to him. 


"I WISH THAT every kid with my 


kind of problems could live with a guy 
like this. I have never had a better 


friend than Mark. I know everything 
about him, and he knows everything 
about me. 


"I never want to steal because I 


know I have my own money. One 
time, Mark left the whole rent money, 
$300, in the drawer, and a little voice 
said to me, 'go ahead, you can take 
it.' But I didn't — I know that's not 
how to do things. You have to work 
for what you want." 


Nick still visits his father, some- 


times gets along well with him. 
"Sometimes, he is in a good mood and 
will sit down and talk with me. Other 
times, it's like he doesn't want me 
around. I visit him, but I can't live 
there," he said. 


Nick enjoys music, and has budg- 


eted his money so he can buy one al- 
bum a month. He pays for the entire 
electrical 
bill for 
their Wheeling 


apartment out of his work money, and 
also pays for some of the laundry. He 
shares household chores with Mark, 
but admits he sometimes has to be 
prodded to finish them. 


AND FOR THE first time, he is 


happy with his life. 


"Most happy," he nodded. "I am 


confident of myself for the first time 
— confident that I am really worth 
something and that I can do some- 
thing. Mark is willing to give me the 
chance so I can do something with my 
life. 


Nick said he wants to move to ei- 


ther Colorado, or Canada in a few 
years, and maybe run his own restau- 
rant. 


Nick is pleased that his relationship 


with Mark has fared so well. 


"I was really scared at first that we 


wouldn't work out — that he wouldn't 
like me. But it has worked. We have 
had our hassles, and some of them 
have been big ones.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) — Ohio 


State Athletic Director Ed 
Weaver 


said Monday he had no knowledge of 
financial transactions alleged to have 
occurred between various Ohio State 
alumni and others for transporting 
prospective 
student-athletes to the 


campus for recruiting visits. 


The State News, the Michigan State 


University student newspaper, said it 
had learned from a source "close to 
the Buckeye grid scene for several 
years" that football boosters made 
such cash payments. It cited an in- 
stance of two police officers 
from 


Warren, Ohio, receiving payments 
from a member of an OSU alumni 
group of $75 and $60 respectively to 
drive football prospects to Columbus. 


"To the best of our knowledge, the 


students in question received only one 
'paid' visit to the OSU campus during 
the time they were being recruited — 
the one authorized by the rules," 


Weaver said in a brief statement. 
"We have no knowledge of the finan- 
cial transactions which were alleged 
to have occurred between various 
Ohio State alumni and others. 


"The allegations reported to have 


been printed in the Michigan State 
student newspaper 
appear 
to be 


vague. 


"Different sets of NCAA and Big 


Ten rules were in effect at the various 
times mentioned, and we are not at 
all certain as to what the precise vio- 
lations are alleged to be." 


Officials here, he said, "have not 


received any notification by either the 
NCAA or the Big Ten that charges of 
any kind have been brought against 
Ohio State University or that we are 
the 
subject 
of 
any 
kind 
of in- 


vestigative proceeding." 


The Michigan State University stu- 


dent newspaper contended in its copy- 
righted story that the payments 


amounted to violations of NCAA and 
Big Ten recruiting rules. 


The story followed an admission by

on football recruiting violations at 
Michigan State to the NCAA, launch- 
ing an investigation that culminated 
with the Spartans being placed on 
three years probation.

MONTREAL - So you think Mon- 


treal was tough? 


Wait until Moscow. 
When the 1980 Olympic Games open 


in a Communist capital for the first 
time, Western athletes and the news 
media are likely to run into problems 
that will make 1976 seem like a happy 
dream. 


It would be unfair to judge the So- 


viets on the basis of what has not 
even happened yet. But experience of 
the system suggests conflict will be 
unavoidable. 


There is little doubt the sporting fa- 


cilities will be excellent. Moscow al- 
ready has probably the greatest num- 
ber of playing fields, tracks, stadia, 
swimming pools and gymnasiums for 
a city of its si/c in the world. 


And though some concern already is 


being voiced at the slow rate of hotel- 
building, in the 
end the accom- 


modation will be provided. The So- 
viets can call on the biggest standing 
army in the world — it frequently 
does for agricultural work — if 
con- 


struction gets behind. 


Though Western experts say the So- 


viet Union is approximately seven 
years behind the West in computer 
technology, the prestige value of an 
efficient 
performance 
will ensure 


Moscow at least matches Montreal in 
the use of technology for a results ser- 
vice, timings and a host of other ap- 
plications. 


And experience of the Apollo-Soyuz 


joint space project proved the 
Rus- 


sians can handle, albeit in their own 
fashion, the communications needs of 
large numbers of Western journalists. 


Where conflict is likely to arise is in 


the areas of human contacts. 


In the Soviet Union, the state runs 


everything. Its orders are carried out 
by a massive and suspicious bu- 
reaucracy, at best indifferent to those 
it serves, at worst hotile. Instructions 
are rarely questioned. Everything 
must be on paper. Rule-bending and 
compromise to meet a new system for 
processing arriving passengers. At 
present the average time to clear Cus- 
toms and immigration at Moscow air-

Galaxy colossal group of stars 


Ami* sends the Rncyclopnctlln Brit- 


nnnicu's lllTli Yearbook of Science and 
thr Future to Jean Wcbcr, 12, of Port- 
land.

WHAT IS A O \LAXY? 


Describing a galaxy is something 


like describing a stretch of beach in 
terms of the number of grains of 
sand A galaxy is a colossal collec- 
tion of stars, and our own galaxy, the 
Milky Way. contains about 200,000 
million stars. The Milky Way is so 
huge that it is impossible to express 
distance!! in miles So \ve use a differ- 
ent unit of measure a light-year — the 
distance that light travels in one year 
at the rate of lliij.OOO miles per sec- 
ond. 


We space-age earthlings have be- 


come somewhat accustomed to deal- 
ing with astronomical figures. We 
know our life-giving sun is 93 million 
miles away from us. We also know 
that all other stars are so far away 
that we speak of the distances in 
terms of light-years For example, the 
closest star seen at night is Alpha 
Centauri. It is about 25 trillion miles

away from earth, or four light-years 
distant. In other words, if you could 
travel at the speed of light, 186,000 
miles per second, it would take you 
four years to reach Alpha Centauri. 


Astronomers tell us that there are 


billions of galaxies in the universe, 
and that each galaxy contains billions 
of stars. Our sun and all the planets 
in our solar system plus all the stars 
in our sky belong to the Milky Way 
galaxy, which is about 100,000 light- 
years across. If you were an astro- 
naut out in space looking down at our 
galaxy, you would see a bright spirnl 
of glowing light — something like a 
giant pinwheel. Our entire solar sys- 
tem is out in one of the spiral arms of 
this huge celestial structure, speeding 
around the center at about 560,000 
mph. Yet it takes about 200 million 
years for our solar system to make 
just one trip around the center of our 
galaxy. 


Astronomers can only speculate on 


the number of galaxies in the uni- 
verse Only three galaxies beyond our 
own Milky Way can be seen without 


the aid of a telescope. Two appear as 
huge stellar clouds over the Sourhern 
Hemisphere, and were named for the 
explorer Magellan. In our own vicin- 
ity, 
there are 17 galaxies located 


within a region 2 million light-years in 
diameter. These and thousands of 
other 
galaxies 
have 
been photo- 


graphed through such highnowered 
telescopes as the 200-inch Hale tel- 
scope at Palomar Observatory in Cal- 
ifornia. 


Galaxies are usually classified ac- 


cording to their appearance. 
The 


Milky Way is a spiral galaxy because 
it has a disk-like shape with spiraling 
arms. Some galaxies are elliptical — 
or nearly circular in shape. Others 
are barred, and a small percentage 
have such indefinite shapes that they 
are called irregular. 


If a galaxy appears reddish, then it 


is probably an older system, contain- 
ing stars which have gone through 
their evolutionary process very slow- 
ly. The stars have smaller masses 
than our sun, and they eventually ex- 
pand into red giant stars. If the gala- 


xy is blue, it probably contains very 
hot young stars, which evolve rapidly 
and soon fizzle out.

Wit and talent behind

It's refreshing to catch a perform- 


ance of a Neil Simon comedy that her- 
alds the actors as much as the play- 
wright's natural wit 


You'll find such a performance in 


"The Last of the Red Hot Lovers," 
currently on stage at the Country Club 
Comedy Theater in Mount Prospect. 


Neither of the play's two actors — 


Tom Ventriss or Nancy Kole — suc- 
cumb to a familiar tendency to let 
down on the acting and force Simon's 
lines to carry the whole evening. 
Rather, they offer a stylized inter- 
pretation of the play's humor we can 
appreciate and enjoy. 


VENTRISS IS a genuine crowd 


pleaser in his portrayal of Barney 
Cashman, the eccentric 47-year-old 
who tries to spark up an extramarital 
affair after 23 years of devotion to his 
wife. 


His mother's empty apartment is 


the scenario for Cashman's three at- 
tempted seductions. And, since the 
place is not the choice spot for an af- 
ternoon rendezvous, Cashman makes 
do with what he can. He brings his 
own liquor and cocktail glasses in a 
small green suitcase and decorates 
the coffee table with an ashtray. 


Ventriss makes the audience laugh 


louder with each of Cashman's at- 
tempts to grow more assertive and 
suave. 


It is easy to get caught up in Cash- 


man's predicament since 
Ventriss 


adds a few stylized, comic bits of his 
own.

NANCY KOLE is very adaptable in

terpretations of the always depressed 
Jeanette Fisher and the giddy Bobbi 
Michele. Her Elaine Navazio charac- 
ter is more forced and automatic than 
the other two but remains an enter- 
taining portrayal. 


Director Rick Snyder has done a 


good job in both directing and stag- 
ing. The sets for the three different 
acts change like the characters, more 
flamboyant each time. 


Although there were several line 


runovers the night I saw the perform- 
ance, the actors were able to pick up 
from their muffs and carry the per- 
formance through with little inter- 
ruption.

is a light and entertaining comedy 
that features an aggressive and tal- 
ented cast.

PARIS — A revolution may be overturning Paris 


fashion; TJie folklore look that puts the natural fe- 
male body back In style. 


Yves St. Laurent fired the first shot of this coup 


d'etat last April with a winter ready-to-wear showing 
that came on like a folk dance troupe from the Rus- 
sian steppes and central Asia, 


For this more important winter high fashion col- 


lection last week, St. Laurent showed he was serious. 
He repeated the April show, but In lavish furs and 
fabrics for a parade of clothes that was one" of the 
most exciting Pans has seen in years. 


St. Laurent is regarded as the most influential 


voice in women's clothing. His April message also 
showed up in other high fashion showings last week. 


KMANUEL UNGARO'S girls looked like lamas In 


the high Himalayan clothes of his collection, which 
was rooted entirely in Tibet. Even the restrained 
Hubert De Givcnchy threw in some faint Russian 
touches in his show. 


The St. Laurent revolution is based on the cen- 


turies-old theory that a full skirt tight over the hips, 
a cinched waist antl loose blouse with round neckline 
and ballooning sleeves can be very sexy and femi- 
nine. 


This does not mean the death'of trousers or tailor- 


ed wear, since gone are the days when Paris ruled 
the world with one sthle. Fewer trousers were shown 
but even St. Laurent still showed two-trouser outfits. 
All the houses make pants for their cheaper ready- 
to-wear collections. But more skirts will be worn. 


Women jammed the Andre Courreges' boutique on 


the Rue Du Faubourg St. Honore last week when his 
new winter pants with a curved seam in back 
showed up. 


BUT WOMEN' ALSO lined up to grab the new St. 


Laurent read-to-wear peasant garb in his boutique 
next door — despite groans from some of the con- 
servative American buyers who keep insisting wom- 
en don't want to look like 19th century Siberian vil- 
lage girls. 


The St Laurent show looked like a trip on the old 


Orient Express starting in Moscow with stops in 
Tashkent, Samarkand. Tbilisi, Constantinople and 
Omar Khayam-land. Ail the cossack, boyard, gypsy, 
harem, Turkish and East European looks wero 
there. 


Another effect already seen of the St. Laurent rev- 


olution Is the comeback of the ballgown in stiff fab- 
rics. For the first time in years the rustle of taffeta 
was heard on the high fashion runways and the sa- 
lons believe the b'lack taffeta full-skirted evening 
gown will be the uniform for the Beautiful People set 
next winter. 


Pierre Balmain made his ballgowns strapless. 


Jean Louis Scherrer's came with matching Italian 
opera-like black capes and Casanova feather masks. 
The Lanvln salon's were so high-waisted that there 
was room only for handkerchief-sized tight low-cut 
bodices that brought back squashed cleavage. 


THE NINA niC'CI salon's black taffeta gowns had 


enormous puffy sleeves fit for a soiree in the Elysee 
Palace. St. Laurent's enormous skirts billowed over 
two or three petticoats of contrasting fabrics or col- 
ors, requiring wide doorways and at last two seats at 
the opera 


The skirt was the star at St. Laurent. Even when 


an outfit was one-piece he used contrasting fabrics to 
make it look two-piece. 


Even refined Givenchy as well as St. Laurent mix- 


ed groups of four vivid colors that the old rules said 
would never go together — sapphire blue, turquoise, 
brown and burgundy, for example. 


The over-all look at the majority of the designers, 


however, still Is narrow, although softer. 


DESPITE THE St. Laurent folklore upheaval,

Nevertheless, any intelligent person, 


m.ilo or female, who does laundry 
dikes a practical interest in whether 
it comes out clean. If it does not, such 
a person tnes to reason why not. 


Tuo reasons that a lot of people's 


u.isii may have become a little dingy 
in ii'cent times are the use of non- 
phn<.phate detergents and cold water, 
both of which reduce cleaning power, 
according to technicians at Maytag. 


IN K \CT, a Maytag technical bulle-

effective m such water. Powder deter- 
eenK since they must dissolve to be 
rffecttvn. lose their cleaning capabi- 
lities sooner than liquid detergents as 
water temperature decreases.

clothes clean when using warm or 
cold wash water. 


BUT THERE is no reason ever to 


use anything but cold water for rin- 
sing, Maytag said, since it is simply a 
dilution process. Moreover, cold water 
rinsing minimizes wrinkling in per- 
manent press fabrics. 


Other variables available on mod- 


ern washing machines can also affect 
laundry results and should be care- 
fully utilized to maximum effective- 
ness. For example, Maytag advises, it 
is counterproductive to wash in- 
compatible items together simply to 
achieve a full load when water level 
can be adjusted. 


Likewise, "there is really no reason 


for using the full wash time with a 
load of clothes that is only slightly 
soiled," the company says. 


FINALLY. ONE should follow in- 


structions carefully to be sure of us- 
ing adequate detergent — and should 
increase the amount if clothes are es- 
pecially dirty, the load is extra large, 
or the clothes have not been getting 
clean. 


Synthetic fabrics, according to May- 


tag technicians do not easily release 
oily stains, and low or non-phosphate 
detergents 
have reduced 
cleaning 


ability. These factors, coupled with 
warm and cold water usage, can 
create a cleaning problem that May- 
tag recommends be overcome with 
old-fashioned bleach. 


Bleach has, in fact, regained impor- 


tance as a washday aid because of 
these trends, Maytag says. They point

out that many synthetic fabrics, in- 
e l u d i n g colors, can safely be 
bleached. 


"GENERALLY, ALL synthetic fi- 


bers except Spandex and permanent 
press finishes can be bleached with 
liquid chlorine bleach," the company 
says. It cannot be used on wool, silk, 
mohair, and certain flame retardant 
finishes. One should always check 
care labels for this information. In ad- 
dition, colored items can be tested for 


color-fastness with a bleach solution 
on an inside seam. 


The company cautions that proper 


usage of bleach, according to direc- 
tions on the container and directions 
concerning the bleach dispenser on 
the washing machine if it has one, is 
important. Allowing undiluted bleach 
to come into direct contact with non- 
synthetic fabric will weaken the fi- 
bers; it could also alter colors in any 
fabric.

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What exactly is permanent? 
Much ado about hair removal

Seveuil month.s ago. ads for some- 


thing called Dcpilatron began appear- 
ing in print 


"An electronic twew.cr touches only 


the hair not the skin, and in seconds, 
as if by magic, the hair is removed," 
read a full-page ad in the Sunday, 
iVov 2, 1975, edition of The New York 
Times Magazine. 


And. from the April 25, 1976. issue 


of The Chicago Tribune. "Be free of 
hair anywhere, quickly, safely and ef- 
fectively " 


In other words, it seemed a woman 


could get the result of electrolysis — 
permanent removal of unwanted hair 
— without the insertion of a needle 
Into the hair follicle and the trans- 
mission of electric current to the root 
to kill it. which Is how electrolysis 
works. 


Depilatron. even at $-10-50 an hour 


— $10 or $15 more than the average 
for electrolysis — had to be a bargain. 
And a gold mine. 


SEMGMAN & LATX. and Glemby 


International, which between them op- 
erate more than 1.000 beauty salons in 
the 
country's leading department 


.stores, began installing Depilatron 
machines 


Even the Kree Institute of Elec- 


trolysis, which initially

acrylic which can be worn for 
late day as well as for casual oc- 
casions. Wear-Dated it comes in 
combinations of soft mauve, oat- 
meal or gray. About $30. 


Just what Is Depilatron, we asked. 
"It's a method of permanent hair 


removal that works on the basis of 
electrolysis," he replied. "Let's say 
you have a TV station transmitting 
radio frequency energy to a TV an- 
tenna which moves it down to the TV 
set. That's the principle Depilatron 
operates on Hair itself is not a good 
conductor of electricity, but It makes 
an excellent dielectric which means it 
allows the current to get to the root." 


And the process is permanent, you 


say? 


"YES. IT'S not a one-shot deal, but 


it's permanent." He handed over a 
couple of brochures, one sprinkled 
with the word permanent, the other 
alluding to it Later, we were supplied 
with Xerox copies of various news- 
paper advertisements. One contained 
the word permanent; all certainly im- 
plied it. 


We moved into the sales office to 


speak to Arnold Ditness, one of two 
exclusive sales agents for Depilatron 
here in Manhattan. 


"The electrolysis business must do 


$50 million a year, and Depilatron is 
the newest innovation in it," he said 
"We've placed between seven and 
eight hundred machines across the 
country and it keeps growing." Four 
or five years from now, "there'll be 
no more needle method; It will all be 
done with electronic tweezers." 


Depilatron, then, like electrolysis, is 


a permanent means of hair removal, 
we repeated. 


"Yes. People don't go in for one 


treatment and you're cured forever, 
but we have a machine that basically 
does the same job as electrolysis and 
does it in a much easier way." 


SURE. THERE were lawsuits be- 


tween Depilatron and the Kree In- 
stitute of Electrolysis — the former 
charging conspiracy, the latter, false 
advertising — "but that was settled. I 
think Kree finally realized the public 
would accept us and that we did have 
medical proof that this does work " 


Speaking of that, wasn't there some 


conflict between the FDA and Depilat- 
ron? 


"Nan," he said. "Because the elec- 


trologists were writing to the FDA, 
we voluntarily sent information on our 
product to them and at this point we 
have complied with anything they 
have asked for, and they didn't ask 
for much " 


At most, he confided, they asked 


Depilatron not to use a certain word 
or two 


Peter Artmian is the president of 


the Kree Institute of Electrolysis 
which claims to supply 65 per cent of 
the approximately 6,000 electrologists 
in the country with their training and 
equipment. 


"WHEN DEPILATRON first came 


into existence 16 years ago," says Ar- 
tinian, "our experience was that the 
machine didn't work as a means of 
permanent hair removal." 


He reached the same conclusion 


when he met with the current owners 
of 
the 
Depilatron 
patent. 
"They 


claimed they had improved the ma- 
chine, but their documentation wasn't 
valid to us." 


In fact, Kree hired its own re- 


searchers and presented their findings 
at a press conference in New York 
last November. Depilatron tweezes 
hair, yes, they said; but that's all it 
does. 


Depilatron sued Kree for conspiracy 


and defamatory statements; 
Kree 


countersued for false advertising; and 
m e a n w h i l e , hundreds of women 
across the country were flocking for 
treatments., 


Eventually, both companies dropped 


their suits and Kree began making 
Depilatron available along with elec- 
trolysis in its outlets 


AFTER ALL, Artinian explains, 


"Our market studies indicate there is 
an interest in the treatment. Some 
women prefer to go for electrolysis 
and others just want the hair out and 
don't care if it's permanent or not." 


If the woman is under the impres- 


sion she's receiving a 
permanent 


form of electrolysis, well, that's un- 
fortunate. 


"Depilatron ads clearly imply per- 


manency, 
and we're 
very much 


against that," he says, "but the par- 
ent company hasn't used the word 
permanent 
It's the people they li- 


cense who sometimes do." 


Finally, how do Kree and the beau- 


ty salon chains feel about the FDA's 
ruling? The consensus is: Women are 
eager for this service. "We make no 
claims for permanency in our ads; as 
long as those women keep coming for 
treatments, we'll provide them." 


FDA sources in Washington say the 


file on Depilatron is still open.

$13.3 million program announced 
Rail crossings to be made safer 


State officials Monday outlined a 


$13 3 million safety program designed 
to reduce accidents at railroad cross- 
ings 


T h e p r o g r a m w as developed 


through a joint study by the Illinois 
Commerce Commission and the Illi- 
nois Dcpt. of Transportation. A task 
force composed of safety and design 
engineers and officials from the ICC 
and transportation department and 
some of the state's major railroads 
has been formed to carry out the pro- 
gram 


"The 
revitalization of passenger 


trains, particularly in the Chlcago-St. 
Lotus corridor, has contributed to an 
increase 
in 
automobile-train acci- 


dents," said Gov. Daniel Walker in 
announfing the program. "Many of 
those accidents have occurred 
in 


crossing1; already protected." 


A TRANSPORTATION department 


rrport states that railroad crossing 
accidents happen because drivers do 
not see the warning devices, because 
the devices are not present or because 
drivers ignore the warnings. 


The program, outlined at a meeting 


of the Illinois House transportation 
subcommittee, includes a reccomenda- 
tion for more visible railroad warning 
signals. 


The federal government has ap- 


proved limited experimental use of 
red 
and 
yellow advance warning 


signs, cross bucks, gates and delinea- 
tors. If successful, the system would 
be installed statewide. 


The task force will start the $13.3 


million program during the current 
fiscal year. Federal funds will provide 
$7.7 million, with $4.8 million from the 
state's grade crossing protection fund. 


MORE THAN 35 per cent of the 


state's 16,000 railroad crossings now 
are protected by signals, including 
1,600 which are protected by automat- 
ic gates as well as flashing lights. The 
national average is about 23 per cent. 


The task force will conduct an 


analysis of the 16,000 crossings using 
both ICC and transportation depart- 
ment data. Phase one of the study 
will be an analysis of the Chicago-St. 
Louis high-hazard corridor to be com- 
pleted by late fall. 


Similar studies of various other cor- 


ridors will be conducted over the five- 
year life of the program, allowing 
railroads to plan the grade crossing 
work in an orderly fashion.

corporates into Illinois Supreme Colrt 
rules, the use of supervision. 


Court suervision has been used by 


judges as a wat to delay final verdicts 
and sentencing of defendants. The 
judge designates a supervision period 
during which a defendant must avoid 


arrest. If the supervision period is 
completed successfully, the defendant 
is found innocent 
of the original 


charge. 


The procedure enables a judge to 


avoid or delay at guilt? finding but 
still order a defendant to a type of 
penalty. 


The bill to incorporate the sentenc- 


ing procedure was introduced by the 
Senate committee on the judiciary at 
the request of the Illinois Supreme 
Court, Cary Schneider, press aide to 
Waker said.

Districts' interpretations vary 
'Suspended' status not universal 


Suspension remains the ultimate 


disciplinary action short of expulsion 
in local high school districts. 


But the manner in which students 


are suspended varies in Northwest 
suburban High School Districts 207, 
211 and 214. The method of accounting 
suspensions, the causes and the num- 
ber of suspensions also differs among 
the three districts. 


• High School Dist. 207, with about 


11,500 students in four high schools, 
had 3,513 suspensions during the 1975- 
76 school year. 


• High School Dist. 211, with about 


10,500 students in five high schools, 
had 1,586 suspensions last year. 


• High School Dist. 214, the largest 


high school district in the state with 
about 19,500 students in eight schools, 
had 748 last year, the lowest number 
of suspensions. 


The figures reflect the number of 


suspensions, not the number of stu- 
dents suspended, during the year. Wil- 
liam Warner, Dist. 214 assistant to the 
superintendent, said the district had a 
"repeat rate of about 2 per cent" two 
years ago when the administration 
studied the issue. 


Merlin Schultz, former Dist. 207 


coordinator of pupil personnel ser- 
vices, said he believes the district's 
figures reflect a high repeat rate with 
"about 20 per cent of the kids causing 
about 80 per cent of the suspensions." 


KEN MIDCALF of the Illinois Of- 


fice of Education said a recent study 
conducted by the U.S. Office of Civil 
Rights showed the average suspension 
rate in Illinois districts is 5 per cent 
of the student body. Calculated for lo- 
cal districts, the average number of 
students being suspended in Dist. 207 
would be 575, for Dist. 211 525 and for 
Dist. 214, 975 students. 


Officials from each district cau- 


tioned that they "interpret" suspen- 
sions differently. 


Eldon Burk, assistant principal at 


Maine West High School, said Dist. 
207 marks a suspension for "removal 
from class for any reason or portion 
of the day for disciplinary reasons." 


"The most frequent cause for one- 


day suspensions is an accumulation of 
little things," such as detentions that 
have been missed repeatedly, he said. 
Last year, 440 students took the option 
of a one-day suspension to clear ac- 
c u m u l a t e d detentions from their 
records. 


Gerald Chapman, Dist. 211 assistant 


to the superintendent, said a student 
often is given notice about the suspen- 
sion at the end of the school day He 
said a suspension can be avoided in 
these instances if a parent conference 
is held either the day of the infraction 
or the next morning. The issue is re- 
solved then and the student does not

Clyde Watson, Maine South High 


School principal, said he "is not 
alarmed" by the figures. "They are 
misleading. Many suspensions are for 
a short period of time — sometimes 
just until the parent gets here" for a 
conference, he said. 


BURK SAID he'd "like to eliminate 


all suspensions completely. That's not 
a realistic picture. We're trying to 
work out options for a positive experi- 
ence for the student." 


Watson also said he believes the 


schools are "more flexible" about sus- 
pensions than they were two years 
ago. He said the school has developed 
a list of alternatives to cut down on 
out-of-school suspensions. 


The alternatives include detentions, 


with the option of taking them before 
or after school; a conference with the 
parent and student, with a warning 
issued; loss of privileges for a speci- 
fied time period; probation; restora- 
tion of damaged property for students 
charged with vandalism or involved in 
an accident that damaged 
school 


miss class. 


Three general categories — smok- 


ing, drug and alcohol abuse, and tar- 
dy/truancy — account for the major- 
ity of the suspensions in the districts. 


Suspensions for smoking ranged 


from 10 per cent to 34 per cent of the 
total number of instances in the dis- 
tricts, although all the districts offer a 
smoking clinic as an option to an 
automatic suspension for smoking on 
school grounds. 


THE SMOKING CLINIC option usu- 


ally requires the student to attend two 
evening sessions in which non-smok- 
ing is stressed. 


property; a smoking clinic for first of- 
fenders in smoking infractions; and 
in-school suspensions for violations 
that do not place the student or others 
at school in danger. 


Repeat offenders throughout the dis- 


trict are offered the option of attend- 
ing an alternative school at Maine 
East. 


WATSON SAID, "We take each case 


on an individual basis. We want to be 
able to talk it over with the student 
and parent." 


Burk said, "We always listen to 


the student's side of the story. The 
students sometimes try to con you.

said she and her husband were told 
the school considered expelling her 
son for insubordination. 


Her son also was suspended when 


he sat in the wrong seat during study 
hall and was marked absent. Even 
though the teacher later recognized 
that he was present, she refused to 
correct the roster, the mother said. 


THE MOTHER said when she asked 


school officials why they were so in- 
flexible, the officials said they had to 
be because of the school's size. 


She said her experiences in another 


school district of similar size con- 
tradicted this view. 


Other parents have complained that 


the district is too severe and gives 
suspensions too easily. Many have ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with confer- 
ences held with the school officials 
and their child. 


Several parents also have com- 


plained that they are intimidated 
when they call in an excuse for an 
absence or tardiness because school 
officials say the excuse is "not ac- 
ceptable." 


The mother said school officials re- 


flect an attitude thtft encourages 
students who don't fit the mold to 
drop out. 


Burk said he believes "the fresh- 


men and the sophomores are the 
hardest to deal with. They set their 
minds that they will drop out but they 
are required to be here. Once students 
reach their junior year, it smooths 
out. They've already dropped out or 
we can say — hey — you don't have 
to be here even though we think it's 
best for you to be here."

Insubordination is another area with 


a high suspension rate in Dist. 211 and 
207. Dist. 207 had 355 suspensions last 
year for insubordination and Dist. 211 
had 293. Officials from both districts 
said they try to have a conference 
with the teacher and student involved 
in the situation to discuss the prob- 
lem. Warner said Dist. 214 does not 
have this classification. 


Although Dist. 207 had the highest 


suspension rate of the three districts, 
the district did not expel any students 
during the past school year. The dis- 
trict also saw a 37 per cent decline in 
the number of students who dropped 
out last year compared with the 1974- 
75 school year — 181 students dropped 
out last year compared to 273 students 
the year before. 


Dist. 211 had two expulsions last 


year, a drop from 12 the previous 
year.

Repeated breakdowns cited 
Well woes continue sprinkle ban 


A sprinkling ban remains in effect 


in Wheeling because of repeated 
breakdowns of a pump motor at one 
of the three village deep wells. 


Wheeling officials said the pump 


motor was replaced last week, but 
that a breakdown in the lower shaft of 
the pump made it necessary to close 
the well again. The well has been 
closed since June 12. Officials do not 
know when the well will be back in 
operation. 


Village officials said they will have 


to pull approximately 750 feet of the 
drive shaft and column pipe to re- 
place the shaft bearings and the 
pump. The well primarily serves resi- 
dents of the Meadowbrook West subdi- 
vision west of Wolf Road and north of 
Carpenter Avenue. 


Lawrence Oppenheimer, director of 


public works, said the broken well 
causes a drop on water pressure 
throughout the village. 


The ban prohibits residential and 


commercial 
lawn sprinkling. 
The 


sprinkling of newly sodded or seeded 
lawns is permitted with prior approv- 
al from the village manager's office. 
Sprinkling of reseeded existing grassy 
areas is prohibited. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS said the ban 


is necessary because sprinkling "puts 
an inordinate demand on the entire 
system." They said the growth in pop- 
ulation also has created an increased 
demand for water and the water sup- 
ply is "decreasing by a substantial 
rate each year." 


Village Mgr. Terry L. Zerkle said a 


crisis situation has been averted be- 
cause of the sprinkling ban. He said 


most citizens are cooperating with the 
ban, but that the police department 
has been instructed to issue tickets to 
violators. 


The village board has asked Village 


Atty. John Burke to prepare an ordi- 


nance limiting "nonessential" uses of 
water to Wednesdays and Saturdays. 
Village officials also are studying 
long-range plans calling for major im- 
provements to the water system that 
will improve the water supply and 
distribution.

On the road... to aid the need 
Dentist laments tooth-care decay

It had been only six months since 


Dr. George Burbach's last visit to 
Sheltering Oaks, an intermediate-care 
facility for 48 people in Island Lake, 
located in McHenry County. Still, the 
patient Dr. Burbach examined al- 
ready had developed two new cav- 
ities. 


"We ought to get you closer to a 


toothbrush," the traveling dentist told 
the patient who was sitting in the 27- 
foot van, a mobile office equipped 
with an X-ray machine, portable 
drills, sink, refrigerator, shower, air- 
conditioning and independent elec- 
trical generator. 


The stop at Sheltering Oaks one re- 


cent afternoon was only one of many 
36-year-old Burbach makes in the four 
days of every week he spends on the 
road, traveling obscure highways and 
back roads to reach persons in nurs- 
ing homes, private institutions and mi- 
grant workers' camps — persons who 
otherwise probably never would have 
a needed dental visit. 


"IT'S REALLY criminal what hap- 


pens to peoples' mouths," Burbach 


said, driving his mobile office to Cary 
from Island Lake. "And it's doubly 
horrible that the state fosters this 
kind of thing," 


Neither toothpaste nor toothbrush is 


listed among the supplies the state 
buys for persons 
in private in- 


stitutions receiving public aid. Those 
supplies so necessary for good health 
are listed as "cosmetics." 


"Can you imagine that?" the pre- 


maturely gray-haired Burbach asked 
incredulously. "I've seen mouths so 
obviously diseased and so sore it's dif- 
ficult to know how these people go on 
living." 


Burbach is even more amazed at in- 


stitutional personnel who wash and 
shave their patients but fail to detect 
the horrors rampant in their patients' 
mouths. 


"But they're not entirely to blame," 


Burbach admits. "There's a whole 
philosophy in our society of quietly 
accepting your mouth decaying. What 
other part of your body would you let 
rot?" 


The mobile dental van, which cost 


$27,000 plus $23,000 to equip, and Bur- 


bach's 38,000 miles a year visiting 
"lots of places I never even heard of" 
are just two miniscule efforts in an 
ocean of seeming indifference, he says. 


"Sometimes the enormity of the 


problem overwhelms me," he said. 
"The people I see (an estimated 8,000 
a year) are just a small part of the 
people who need attention." 


THE OUTLOOK is not totally bleak, 


however. Recently Burbach was in 
Washington as an invited consultant to 
the U.S. Dept. of Health, Education 
and Welfare in its efforts to revise 
medical checklists for all persons in 
institutions receiving federal funds. 
Burbach hopes'the revised checklist 
will enable even the least experienced 
medical personnel to detect gross oral 
disease. 


"I've seen people still wearing the 


dentures they were first fitted with 30 
and 40 years ago," Burbach said, 
shaking his head. "The dentures have 
worn down the jaw bone and the 
people suffer from great canker sores 
draining pus and poison, into their 
bodies. When their mouths feel so bad 
how can they help but feel miserable 
too?"

I'll just have to 
hope to get it on a later ballot, or 
hope the makeup of the forest pre- 
serve board will change in Novem- 
ber," Miholic said. 


Miholic is seeking an advisory ref- 


erendum on whether the forest pre- 
serve board should issue additional 
bonds for land acquisition. The dis- 
trict has sold $25 million in bonds and 
has the power to issue $15 million 
more. 


STATE LAWS on forest preserve 


districts require 25 per cent of the 
registered voters in the last election to 
sign a- petition before a referendum 
cbn be held. 


"I'm going to go to Springfield to 


find out why we need such an 
enormous amount of signatures," 
Miholic said.

The 10-cent tax would guarantee $2

by the state. The paper work is 
enormous, and payment slow. He's 
gone bankrupt once. 


"But money I can always make," 


the dentist said. "This kind of person- 
al satisfaction you can't buy." 


His visits, often the only contact 


w i t h the 
o u t s i d e world in- 


stitutionalized 
persons 
have, 
are 


greeted with great excitement rather 
than dread. 


Treating patients who are able and 


can afford to come to an office is 
"more like a business 
transaction 


than anything else," said Burbach, 
who also maintains a more typical 
dental office in Woodstock, where he 
works two days a week. "For me. it's 
more worthwhile to treat someone 
who probably would never see a den- 
tist regularly if it weren't for me." 


According 
to 
American 
Dental 


Assn. statistics quoted by Burbach, 70 
per cent of the dental care in the 
United States is administered-to only 
10 per cent of the population. "Ob- 
viously something is not right here," 
Burbach said. He has been in private 
practice 11 years. 


His idea of mobile dental care cer- 


tainly is not new. He says similar 
units cared for American troops dur- 
ing World War II. The Illinois Dept. of 
Public Health has a fleet of three 
units similar to Burbach's, but only 
one is in operation, he said. 


Burbach admits he is depressed by 


the constant stream of inflamed 
mouths, rotten teeth and diseased 
gums, and the lack of preventativa 
care exercised in many public and 
private institutions. 


"Just like a professional athlete, I 


have to psyche myself up for these 
trips. I do mental calisthenics just 
like they do before a big game," Bur- 
bach said. "You have to do that sort 
of thing in order to stay in the game."

Petition drive to miss deadline 
No bond vote on ballot: official 


A petition drive calling for a No- 


vember advisory referendum to cur- 
tail the bonding power of the Lake 
County Forest Preserve District will 
fail to meet the Aug. 16 deadline for 
the issue to be placed on the Novem- 
ber ballot, said Matthew Miholic, 
Lake County Board member. 


Miholic, organizer of the petition 


drive and a frequent critic of the for- 
est preserve, estimated Monday that 
only 3,500 of the 40,000 signatures 
needed to get the referendum on the 
ballot have been collected. 


"There's no way I can get it on the 


November ballot. I'll just have to 
nope to get it on a later ballot, or 
hope the makeup of the forest pre- 
serve board will change in Novem- 
ber," Miholic said. 


Miholic is seeking an advisory ref- 


erendum on whether the forest pre- 
serve board should issue additional 
bonds for land acquisition. The dis- 
trict has sold $25 million in bonds and 
has the power to issue $15 million 
more. 


STATE LAWS on forest preserve 


districts require 25 per cent of the 
registered voters in the last election to 
sign a petition before a referendum 
can be held. 


"I'm going to go to Springfield to 


find out why we need such an 
enormous 
amount of signatures," 


Miholic said. 


Forest Preserve Comr. Stanley Pe- 


kol has suggested a tax levy of 10 
cents per $100 assessed valuation for 


land acquisition, rather than selling 
bonds for the purchases, Miholic said. 


The 10-cent tax would guarantee $2 


million per year for land purchase 
and would save the interest the dis- 
trict currently is paying on bonds, Mi- 
holic said. 


The tax levy suggestion is under 


consideration by the forest preserve 
finance committee, Miholic said. If 
approved, it would have to be sent to 
the state legislature for enabling leg- 
islation, and then a referendum would 
have to be conducted in Lake County.

On the road... to aid the need 
Dentist laments tooth-care decay 


by JUDIE BLACK 


It had been only six months since 


Dr. George Burbach's last visit to 
Sheltering Oaks, an intermediate-care 
facility for 48 people in Island Lake, 
located in McHenry County. Still, the 
patient Dr. Burbach examined al- 
ready had developed two new cav- 
ities. 


"We ought to get you closer to a 


toothbrush," the traveling dentist told 
the patient who was sitting in the 27- 
foot van, a mobile office equipped 
with an X-ray machine, portable 
drills, sink, refrigerator, shower, air- 
conditioning and independent elec- 
trical generator. 


The stop at Sheltering Oaks one re- 


cent afternoon was only one of many 
36-year-old Burbach makes in the four 
days of every week he spends on the 
road, travsling obscure highways and 
back roads to reach persons in nurs- 
ing homes, private institutions and mi- 
grant workers' camps — persons who 
otherwise probably never would have 
a needed dental visit. 


"IT'S REALLY criminal what hap- 


pens to peoples' mouths," Burbach 


said, driving his mobile office to Gary 
from Island Lake. "And it's doubly 
horrible that the state fosters this 
kind of thing." 


Neither toothpaste nor toothbrush is 


listed among the supplies the state 
buys for persons 
in private in- 


stitutions receiving public aid. Those 
supplies so necessary for good health 
are listed as "cosmetics." 


"Can you imagine that?" the pre- 


maturely gray-haired Burbach asked 
incredulously. "I've seen mouths so 
obviously diseased and so sore it's dif- 
ficult to know how these people go on 
living." 


Burbach is even more amazed at in- 


stitutional personnel who wash and 
shave their patients but fail to detect 
the horrors rampant in their patients' 
mouths. 


"But they're not entirely to blame," 


Burbach admits. "There's a whole 
philosophy in our society of quietly 
accepting your mouth decaying. What 
other part of your body would you let 
rot?" 


The mobile dental van, which cost 


$27,000 plus $23,000 to equip, and Bur- 


bach's 38,000 miles a year visiting 
"lots of places I never even heard of" 
are just two miniscule efforts in an 
ocean of seeming indifference, he says. 


"Sometimes the enormity of the 


problem overwhelms me," he said. 
"The people I see (an estimated 8,000 
a year) are just a small part of the 
people who need attention." 


THE OUTLOOK is not totally bleak, 


however. Recently Burbach was in 
Washington as an invited consultant to 
the U.S. Dept. of Health, Education 
and Welfare in its efforts to revise 
medical checklists for all persons in 
institutions receiving federal funds. 
Burbach hopes the revised checklist 
will enable even the least experienced 
medical personnel to detect gross oral 
disease. 


"I've seen people still wearing the 


dentures they were first fitted with 30 
and 40 years ago," Burbach said, 
shaking his head. "The dentures have 
worn down the jaw bone and the 
people suffer from great canker sores 
draining pus and poison into their 
bodies. When their mouths feel so bad 
how can they help but feel miserable 
too?"

Treating patients who are able and 


can afford to come to an office is 
"more like a business 
transaction 


than anything else," said Burbach, 
who also maintains a more typical 
dental office in Woodstock, where he 
works two days a week. "For me. it's 
more worthwhile to treat someone 
who probably would never see a den- 
tist regularly if it weren't for me." 


According 
to 
American 
Dental 


Assn. statistics quoted by Burbach, 70 
per cent of the dental care in the 
United States is administered to only 
10 per cent of the population. "Ob- 
viously something is not right here," 
Burbach said. He has been in private 
practice 11 years. 


His idea of mobile dental care cer- 


tainly is not new. He says similar 
units cared for American troops dur- 
ing World War II. The Illinois Dept. of 
Public Health has a fleet of three 
units similar to Burbach's, but only 
one is. in operation, he said. 


Burbach admits he is depressed by 


the 
constant stream of inflamed 


mouths, rotten teeth and diseased 
gums, and the lack of preventative 
care exercised in many public and 
private institutions. 


"Just like a professional athlete, I 


have to psyche myself up for these 
trips. I do mental calisthenics just 
like they do before a big game," Bur- 
bach said. "You have to do that sort 
of thing in order to stay in the game."

On the road... to aid the need 
Dentist laments tooth-care decay 


by JUDIE BLACK 


It had been only six months since 


Dr. George Burbach's last visit to 
Sheltering Oaks, an intermediate-care 
facility for 48 people in Island Lake, 
located in McHenry County. Still, the 
patient Dr. Bui-bach examined al- 
ready had developed two new cav- 
ities. 


"We ought to get you closer to a 


toothbrush," the traveling dentist told 
the patient who was sitting in the 27- 
foot van, a mobile office equipped 
with an X-ray machine, portable 
drills, sink, refrigerator, shower, air- 
conditioning and independent elec- 
trical generator. 


The stop at Sheltering Oaks one re- 


cent afternoon was only one of many 
36-year-old Burbach makes in the four 
days of every week he spends on the 
road, traveling obscure highways and 
back roads to reach persons in nurs- 
ing homes, private institutions and mi- 
grant workers' camps — persons who 
otherwise probably never would have 
a needed dental visit. 


"IT'S REALLY criminal what hap- 


pens to peoples' mouths," Burbach 


said, driving his mobile office to Cary 
from Island Lake. "And it's doubly 
horrible that the state fosters this 
kind of thing." 


Neither toothpaste nor toothbrush is 


listed among the supplies the stale 
buys for persons 
in private 
in- 


stitutions receiving public aid. Those 
supplies so necessary for good health 
are listed as "cosmetics." 


"Can you imagine that?" the pre- 


maturely gray-haired Burbach asked 
incredulously. "I've seen mouths so 
obviously diseased and so sore it's dif- 
ficult to know how these people go on 
living." 


Burbach is even more amazed at in- 


stitutional personnel who wash and 
shave their patients but fail to detect 
the horrors rampant in their patients' 
mouths. 


"But they're not entirely to blame," 


Burbach admits, "There's a whole 
philosophy in our society of quietly 
accepting your mouth decaying. What 
other part of your body would you let 
rot?" 


The mobile dental van, which cost 


$27,000 plus $23,000 to equip, and Bur- 


bach's 38,000 miles a year visiting 
"lots of places I never even heard of" 
are just two miniscule efforts in an 
ocean of seeming indifference, he says. 


"Sometimes the enormity of the 


problem overwhelms me," he said. 
"The people I see (an estimated 8,000 
a year) are just a small part of the 
people who need attention." 


THE OUTLOOK is not totally bleak, 


however. Recently Burbach was in 
Washington as an invited consultant to 
the U.S. Dept. of Health, Education 
and Welfare in its efforts to revise 
medical checklists for all persons in 
institutions receiving federal funds. 
Burbach hopes the revised checklist 
will enable even the least experienced 
medical personnel to detect gross oral 
disease. 


"I've seen people still wearing the 


dentures they were first fitted with 30 
and 40 years ago," Burbach said, 
shaking his head. "The dentures have 
worn down the jaw bone and the 
people suffer from great canker sores 
draining pus and poison into their 
bodies.

1969, which would mean a loss of sev- 
en years of pension credits for about 
400 chiefs throughout the state.

greeted with great excitement rather 
than dread. 


Treating patients who are able and 


can afford to come to an office is 
"more like a business transaction 
than anything else," sbid Burbach, 
who also maintains a more typical 
dental office in Woodstock, where he 
works two days a week. "For me, it's 
more worthwhile to treat someone 
who probably would never see a den- 
tist regularly if it weren't for me." 


According 
to 
American 
Dental 


Assn. statistics quoted by Burbach, 70, 
per cent of the dental care in the 
United States is administered to only 
10 per cent of the population. "Ob- 
viously something is not right here," 
Burbach said. He has been in private 
practice 11 years. 


His idea of mobile dental care cer- 


tainly is not new. He says similar 
units cared for American troops dur- 
ing World War II. The Illinois Dept. of 
Public Health has a fleet of three 
units similar to Burbach's, but only 
one is in operation, he said. 


Burbach admits he is depressed by 


the 
constant stream 
of inflamed 


mouths, rotten teeth and diseased 
gums, and the lack of preventative 
care exercised in many public and 
private institutions. 


"Just like a professional athlete, I 


have to psyche myself up for these 
trips. I do mental calisthenics just 
like they do before a big game," Bur- 
bach said. "You have to do that sort 
of thing in order to stay in the game."

the funding had been completed, Der- 
da said.

now enables the park district to "pro- 
ceed with negotiations" to purchase 
the kind "What happens is, we go 


ahead and buy the land and the state 
reimburses us," Derda said. 


The nearly 200-acre nature preserve 


is being developed by the park district 
and the village as a Bicentennial proj- 
ect 


Derda said the park district also 


has received ''preliminary" approval 
of a $300,000 matching funds grant 
from the U.S. Bureau of Outdoor Rec- 
reation to purchase an additional 40- 
acre parcel on the south side of 
Schaumburg Road west of Meacham 
Road.

On the road... to aid the need 
Dentist laments tooth-care decay 


by JUDIE BLACK 


It had been only six months since 


Dr. George Burbach's last visit to 
Sheltering Oaks, an intermediate-ca''e 
facility for 48 people in Island Lake, 
located in McHenry County. Still, the 
patient Dr. Bui-bach examined al- 
ready had developed two new cav- 
ities. 


"We ought to get you closer to a 


toothbrush," the traveling dentist told 
the patient who was sitting in the 27- 
foot van, a mobile office equipped 
with an X-ray machine, portable 
drills, sink, refrigerator, shower, air- 
conditionirig and independent elec- 
trical generator. 


The stop at Sheltering Oaks one re- 


cent afternoon was only one of many 
36-year-old Burbach makes in the four 
days of every week he spends on the 
road, traveling obscure highways and 
back roads to reach persons in nurs- 
ing homes, private institutions and mi- 
grant workers' camps — persons who 
otherwise probably never would have 
a needed dental visit. 


"IT'S REALLY criminal what hap- 


pens to peoples' mouths," Burbach 
said, driving his mobile office to Cary 
from Island Lake. "And it's doubly 
Horrible that the state fosters this 
kind of thing." 


Neither toothpaste nor toothbrush is 


listed among the supplies the state 
buys for persons in private in- 
stitutions receiving public aid. Those 
supplies so necessary for good health 
are listed as "cosmetics." 


"Can you imagine that?" the pre- 


maturely gray-haired Burbach asked 
incredulously. "I've seen mouths so 
obviously diseased and so sore it's dif- 
ficult to know how these people go on 
living." 


Burbach is even more amazed at in- 


stitutional personnel who wash and 
shave their patients but fail to detect 
the horrors rampant in their patients' 
mouths. 


"But they're not entirely to blame," 


Burbach admits. "There's a whole 
philosophy in our society of quietly 
accepting your mouth decaying. What 
other part of your body would you let 
rot?" 


The mobile dental van, which cost 


$27,000 plus $23,000 to equip, and Bur- 
bach's 38,000 miles a year visiting 
"lots of places I never even heard of" 
are just two miniscule efforts in an 
ocean of seeming indifference, he says. 


"Sometimes the enormity of the 


problem overwhelms me," he said. 
"The people I see (an estimated 8,000 
a year) are just a small part of the 
people who need attention." 


THE OUTLOOK is not totally bleak, 


however. Recently Burbach was in 
Washington as an invited consultant to 
the U.S. Dept. of Health, Education 
and Welfare in its efforts to revise 
medical checklists for all persons in 
institutions receiving federal funds. 
Burbach hopes the revised checklist 
will enable even the least experienced 
medical personnel to detect gross oral 
disease. 


"I've seen people still wearing the 


dentures they were first fitted with 30 
and 40 years ago," Burbach said, 
shaking his head. "The dentures have 
worn down the jaw bone and the 
people suffer from great canker sores 
draining pus and poison into their 
bodies. When their mouths feel so bad 
how can they help but feel miserable 
too?" 


In addition to the elderly, Burbach 


treats physically and emotionally 
handicapped children. Some are so 
severely handicapped they can't fit 
comfortably in Burbach's collapsible 
black dental chair. In such cases, the 
dentist uses a bean bag, which easily 
fits a child's body, and Burbach 
works from the floor. 


Burbach's efforts to bring dental 


care to those who can't reach it are 
expensive. Because many of his 
patients receive public aid, he is paid 
by the state. The paper work is 
enormous, and payment slow. He's 
gone bankrupt once. 


"But money I can always make," 


the dentist said. "This kind of person- 
al satisfaction you can't buy." 


His visits, often the only contact 


w i t h the o u t s i d e world in- 
stitutionalized 
persons 
have, 
are 


greeted with great excitement rather 
than dread. 


Treating patients who are able and 


can afford to come to an office is 
"more like a business transaction 
than anything else," said Burbach, 
who also maintains a more typical 
dental office in Woodstock, where he 
works two days a week. "For me, it's 
more worthwhile to treat someone 
who probably would never see a den- 


tist regularly if it weren't for me." 


According 
to American 
Dental 


Assn. statistics quoted by Burbach. 70 
per cent of the dental care in the 
United States is administered to only 
10 per cent of the population. "Ob- 
viously something is not right here," 
Burbach said. He has been in private 
practice 11 years. 


His idea of mobile dental care cer- 


tainly is not new. He says similar 
units cared for American troops dur- 
ing World War II. The Illinois Dept. of 
Public Health has a fleet of three 


units similar to Burbach's, but only 
one is in operation, he said. 


Burbach admits he is depressed by 


the constant stream 
of inflamed 


mouths, rotten teeth and diseased 
gums, and the lack of preventative 
care exercised in many public and 
private institutions. 


"Just like a professional athlete, I 


have to psyche myself up for these 
trips. I do mental calisthenics just 
like they do before a big game," Bur- 
bach said. "You have to do that sort 
of thing in order to stay in the game."

for Monoson to continue as trustee. 


"It's the duty of the board not to 


cast doubt of innocence or guilt by 
this notice we have before us this eve- 
ning," Hein said.

State, U.S. join forces 
to get health unit funding 


Federal and state mental health of- 


ficials will work together to transfer 
unused federal construction grant 
funds to the Elk Grove-Schaumburg 
Townships Mental Health Center. 


Previously, the officials had be- 


lieved a legal opinion would be needed 
before they could proceed with a fund 
transfer. The money is needed to help 
build a permanent facility for the 
mental health agency, now operating 
from three rented buildings. 


Officials of the Illinois Dept. of 


Mental Health and the Chicago Re- 
gional office of the U.S. Dept. of 
Health, Education and Welfare have 
decided on an administrative rather 
than legal approach to the problem of 
transferring funds, Jordan Rosen, ex- 
ecutive director of the local mental 
health center, said. 


"It's not a very definitive answer," 


Rosen said. "But at least the people 
at regional HEW seem to be in sup- 
port of us. If people want to see some- 
thing occur, they'll find a way to work 
it out. They haven't said it's illegal." 


THE NEXT STEP, Rosen said, will 


be for the state and federal officials to 
work out a procedure for transferring 
the necessary funds. 


The center is seeking $264,000 from 


the federal grant program to help 
build a $660,000 permanent facility on 
two acres of land at the corner of 
Nerge and Rohlwing roads. The land 
was donated by Elk Grove Village 
and SBL Corp. and lies on the border 
between the two townships. 


Although 
a federal construction 


grant application for the mental health 
center was approved, the fund trans- 
fer is needed because all of the area's 
$631,000 will go to Garfield Park. 


The money for the local agency 


would come from unused grant money 
allocated to other areas. Garfield 
Park will get this area's grant money 
because it has a greater need rating 
based on poverty level. 


The new center will not be built if 


the federal funds cannot be obtained 
because the $100,000 pledges from 
each township are contingent on 
receipt of the federal grant. 


Townships seek aid 


for health center van 


The Elk Grove-Schaumburg Town- 


ships Mental Health Center has ap- 
plied for federal funds to purchase a 
vehicle for its day treatment pro- 
gram. 


Jordan Rosen, center executive di- 


rector, said funds are available under 
an Illinois Dept. of Transportation 
grant program for the elderly and 
handicapped. The federal government 
will pay 80 per cent of the vehicle's 
cost, the state 13.3 per cent and the 
mental health center 6.7 per cent. 


Rosen said the center wants to buy 


either a 9-passenger station wagon or 
a 12-passenger van. Even if the ve- 
hicle cost is $10,000, he said, the cen- 
ter's cost would be about $600 if the 
grant is approved. 


"Its primary use would be for the 


day treatment program," Rosen said. 
"We have some participants in the 
five-day-a-week program who have no 
transportation or who have emotional 
problems 
such that 
they cannot 


drive." 


Rosen said some would-be partici- 


pants in the day treatment program 
have been turned away because they 
lacked transportation. 


The center does not expect an an- 


swer on the grant application until 
June 1977. 


said Monoson "had no choice but to 
do what he's done in the best interests 
of the village."

Monoson is guilty. The day of the trial 
will decide his guilt or innocence.

Bill likely on chiefs' retirement aid 


U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-12th, has 


agreed to cosponsor a bill that would 
ensure 
Social 
Security 
retirement 


credit through 1970 for Illinois police 
and fire chiefs.

Rep Abner Mikva, D-tOth, who heads 
the House Subcommittee on Social Se- 
curity. 


Earl Lewis, an aide to Crane, said

The bill stems from a Social Security 


Administration ruling in April that Il- 
linois police and fire chiefs and public 
employes participating in the Illinois 
Municipal Retirement Fund program 
are ineligible for Social Security re- 
tirement pensions. 


The agency's ruling is retroactive to 


1969, which would mean a loss of sev- 
en years of pension credits for about 
400 chiefs throughout the state. The 
ruling also calls for payments made 
into Social Security since 1969 to be 
refunded to the chiefs.

Six seek new trial in cement case

On the road... to aid the need 
Dentist laments tooth-care decay 


by JUDIE BLACK 


It had been only six months since 


Dr. George Burbach's last visit to 
Sheltering Oaks, an intermediate-care 
facility for 48 people in Island Lake, 
located in McHenry County. Still, the 
patient Dr. Burbach examined al- 
ready had developed two new cav- 
ities. 


"We ought to get you closer to a 


toothbrush," the traveling dentist told 
the patient who was sitting in the 27- 
foot van, a mobile office equipped 
with an X-ray machine, 
portable 


drills, sink, refrigerator, shower, air- 
conditioning and independent elec- 
trical generator. 


The stop at Sheltering Oaks one re- 


cent afternoon was only one of many 
36-year-old Burbach makes in the four 
days of every week he spends on the 
road, traveling obscure highways and 
back roads to reach persons in nurs- 
ing homes, private institutions and mi- 
grant workers' camps — persons who 
otherwise probably never would have 
a needed dental visit. 


"IT'S REALLY criminal what hap- 


pens to peoples' mouths," Burbach 
said, driving his mobile office to Gary 
from Island Lake. "And it's doubly 
horrible that the state fosters this 
kind of thing." 


Neither toothpaste nor toothbrush is 


listed among the supplies the state 
buys for persons in private in- 
stitutions receiving public aid. Those 
supplies so necessary for good health 
are listed as "cosmetics." 


"Can you imagine that?" the pre- 


maturely gray-haired Burbach asked 
incredulously. "I've seen mouths so 
obviously diseased and so sore it's dif- 
ficult to know how these people go on 
living." 


Burbach is even more amazed at in- 


stitutional personnel who wash and 
shave their patients but fail to detect 
the horrors rampant in their patients' 
mouths. 


"But they're not entirely to blame," 


Burbach admits. "There's a whole 
philosophy in our society of quietly 
accepting your mouth decaying. What 
other part of your body would you let 
rot?" 


The mobile dental van, which cost 


$27,000 plus $23,000 to equip, and Bur- 
bach's 38,000 miles a year visiting 
"lots of places I never even heard of" 
are just two miniscule efforts in an 
ocean of seeming indifference, he says. 


"Sometimes the enormity of the 


problem overwhelms me," he said. 
"The people I see (an estimated 8,000 
a year) are just a small part of the 
people who need attention.'' 


THE OUTLOOK is not totally bleak, 


however. Recently Burbach was in 
Washington as an invited consultant to 
the U.S. Dept. of Health, Education 
and Welfare in its efforts to revise 
medical checklists for all persons in 
institutions receiving federal 
funds. 


Burbach hopes the revised checklist 
will enable even the least experienced 
medical personnel to detect gross oral 
disease. 


"I've seen people still wearing the 


dentures they were first fitted with 30 
and 40 years ago," Burbach said, 
shaking his head. "The dentures have 
worn down the jaw bone and the 
people suffer from great canker sores 
draining pus and poison into their 
bodies. When their mouths feel so bad 
how can they help but feel miserable 
too?" 


In addition to the elderly, Burbach 


treats physically and emotionally 
handicapped children. Some are so 
severely handicapped they can't fit 
comfortably in Burbach's collapsible 


black dental chair. In such cases, the 
dentist uses a bean bag, which easily 
fits a child's body, and Burbach 
works from the floor. 


Burbach's efforts to bring dental 


care to those who can't reach it are 
expensive. 
Because 
many 
of his 


patients receive public aid, he is paid 
by the state. The paper work is 
enormous, and payment slow. He's 
gone bankrupt once. 


"But money I can always make," 


the dentist said. "This kind of person- 
al satisfaction you can't buy." 


His visits, often the only contact 


w i t h the 
o u t s i d e world in- 


stitutionalized 
persons 
have, 
are 


greeted with great excitement rather 
than dread. 


Treating patients who are able and 


can afford to come to an office is 
"more like a business 
transaction 


than anything else," said Burbach, 
who also maintains a more typical 
dental office in Woodstock, where he 
works two days a week. "For me, it's 
more worthwhile to treat someone 
who probably would never see a den- 
tist regularly if it weren't for me." 


According 
to 
American 
Dental 


Assn. statistics quoted by Burbach, 70 
per cent of the dental care in the 
United States is administered to only 
10 per cent of the population. "Ob- 
viously something is not right here," 
Burbach said. He has been in private 
practice 11 years. 


His idea of mobile dental care cer- 


tainly is not new. He says similar 
units cared for American troops dur- 
ing World War II. The Illinois Dept. of 
Public Health has a fleet of three 
units similar to Burbach's, but only 
one is in operation, he said. 


Burbach admits he is depressed by 


the 
constant stream of inflamed 


mouths, rotten teeth and diseased 
gums, and the lack of preventative 
care exercised in many public and 
private institutions. 


"Just like a professional athlete, I 


have to psyche myself up for these 
trips. I do mental calisthenics just 
like they do before a big game," Bur- 
bach said. "You have to do that sort 
of thing in order to stay in the game."

Village may lose library benefits 


A North Suburban Library System 


official Monday said the system is 
considering eliminating the Mount 
Prospect Public Library from us re- 
ciprocal borrowing program. 


System Director Robert McOIarren 


said a letter is being sent to the 
Mount Prospect Village Board criti- 
cizing the village's failure to provide 
adequate funds for library materials. 
McClarren said the system views the 
board's decision to cut the library's 
budget by $160,000 as a threat to the 
reciprocal borrowing program. 


If the library does not obtain addi- 


tional funds from the village, "It is 
possible we'll have to say to our mem- 
bers they can't honor Mount Prospect 
library cardholders." McClanen said. 
The village board is scheduled to 
meet with library officials Aug. 10 to 
reconsider the library budget. 


There are 40 member libraries in 


the system within an area formed by 
Crystal Lake, Fox Lake, Zion and 
Evanston. 


System Board Pres. Deborah Miller 


said each member is obligated to par- 
ticipate in reciprocal borrowing. Be- 
cause of recent service cutbacks by 
the Mount Prospect Public Library. 


library users have been forced te pa- 
tronize neighboring libraries, placing 
a burden on both the system and oth- 
er member libraries. 


"IT IS A DRAIN on the system's 


resources," Mrs. Miller said. "We are 
concerned there is a problem. It's 
really a quite difficult position for 
Mount Prospect. We're concerned 
how it affects all the libraries in the 
system not just Mount Prospect. We 
pay the imbalances to borrowers.'' 


The system pays each member li- 


brary 50 cents for every item it lends 
from its own inventory, less the num- 
ber of items its cardholders borrow 
from other libraries in the system. 
For example, the Arlington Heights 
Public Library was paid about $24,000 
between January and June because it 
lent 52,302 books, compared to the 
4,582 books its cardholders borrowed 
from other member libraries. 


For the most part, Mount Prospect 


library cardholders have been bor- 
rowing from libraries in Arlington 
Heights and Des Plaines. During that 
same six-month period the Mount 
Prospect Public Library lent only 
2,263 compared to 23,209 books its card 
holders borrowed from other -librar- 


ies. The Mount Prospect library has 
received no funds from the libiary 
system this year. 


The borrowing problem, has been 


compounded by the library board's 
decision to stop purchasing new books 
and to close the library on Saturdays 
in order to save money. The number 
of books borrowed by Mount Prospect 
residents from the Arlington Heights 
library the first Saturday Mount Pros- 
pect library was closed increased 230 
per cent. 


"IT IS BEGINNING to cause a bit 


of tension," said Robert Bullen, direc- 
tor of administrative services for the 
North Suburban Library 
System. 


'•The neighboring libraries pick up the 
influx of people. Things are wearing 
out faster and stuff is going out fas- 
ter. I hope to goodness they open on 
Saturdays before school starts." 


The head librarian at the Prospect 


Heights Public Library said its recip- 
rocal loan rate to Mount Prospect 
residents is even higher than that of 
Arlington Heights. "Our rate of loans 
to Mount Prospect cardholders is 16 
per cent." said Joyce Armingron, 
"Arlington Heights' reciprocal loan 
rate is only 11 per cent." 


Des Plaines library officials said 


the increase in Mount Prospect bor- 
rowers is insignificant. 


Mrs. Miller said Mount Prospect Li- 


brary Board Pres. John W.A. Parsons 
has been "short-changed by the vil- 
lage board.''

cker, which is good until Jan. 1. 1977, 
will be sold a new city sticker for 
$7.50.

repeated their demand for a prelimi- 
nary hearing to show probable cause 
for their arrests. 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge 


Philip Romiti agreed to consider the 
request to reduce DcLuca's bond from 
$250,000 to $20,000, but rejected the 
motion for a preliminary hearing. 


THE COUPLE IS charged with the 


brutal May 4 murders of Miss Colum- 
bo's parents, Frank and Mary Colum- 
bo of 55 E. Brantwood Dr., Elk Grove 
Village, and Miss Columbo's 13-year- 
old brother, Michael,
